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BOTH HOUSES IN SESSION 


4 CIVIL SERVICE SPEECH THE 
FEATURE IN THE SENATE, 


VARIOUS NEW MEASURES—A WOMAN B6U¥- 
FRAGE PROPOSITION—SENATOR PEN- 
DLETON ON CIVIL SERVICE REFORM— 
‘THE PRESENT SYSTEM DECLARED TO 


BE THE REAL ASSASSIN OF GARFIELD. 


WasHIncTon, Dec. 18.—The Senate pro- 
eeedings are of a preliminary nature, and it is 
cot expected that any work will be done until 
after the holiday recess. Several committee 
reports were made to-day, among them a ma- 
jority report in favor of placing Gen. Grant 
on the retired list. Mr, Maxey, of the com- 
mittee, gave notice that be would make known 
his objections at the proper time. 

For several years the Senate has been be- 
sieged by those representatives of the gentler 
tex who want to vote. From time to time 
thowers of carefully prepared petitions ask- 
ing for the extension of suffrage to women 
have fallen upon the Senators’ desks, Some 
day has generally been selected for the attack, 
and on that day the promoters of woman suf- 
frage have thronged the galleries and closely 
watched the worthy gentlemen on the floor 
below to whom they had made their plea. 
On the last occasion of th‘s kind tke 
petitions and sundry resolutions were 
referred to the most inappropriate com- 


mittee which could be selected, and the 
ladies left the gallery in an unpleasant frame 


of mind. At the beginning of the present 
session, a resolution was introduced for the 
appointment of a select committee of seven 
Senators to which all matters of this kind 


should be referred. This resolution was re- 
ported to the Senate to-day from the Commit- 
tee ou Rules, and Mr. Hoar asked for its im- 
mediate consideration. An objection made by 
Mr. Vest postponed action. Some Senators 
would doubtless be glad to place the responsi- 
bility of managing this question upon the 
shoulders of a committee. There are no indi 
cations that the women who wantto vote will 


be more successful now in the Senate than they 
bave been in the past. 

The necessity for taking some action in re- 
lation to the Potomac flats was recognized by 
the appointment of a select committee to make 
a thorough investigation of the subject. The 
objections fied against the election of Sen- 


ators Lapham and Miller were finally disposed 


of. Several bills were introduced, among 
them being one by Mr. Vest for the incorpora- 
tion of the Eads Ship Railway Company. it 
is said that this project has gained some power- 
ful support since the end of the last session. 
The prominent feature of the day’s proceed- 


ing was an address bv Mr, Pendleton concern- 
ing his bill for the reform of the civil service, 


It commanded more attention than is usually 
aidin the Senate to addresses of this kind. Mr. 
endieton opened his speech in favor of the 

special committee’s bill for the reform of the 

civil service by a reference to the assassina- 
tion of the President and its origin in the 

Bpoils system. He said: 


“ indulge in no surmises. Itake the oase as it 


appears on the surface. A man of ordipary intel- 
ligence, of ill-balanced mind, a bitter partisan, a 
speaker of some fluency, a writer of sensations, of 
Small pecuniary resources, averse to laber. casting 
atout for a support with plenty to get and little to 
do, desired an office. Thereupon, professing to be 
an ardent politician, to have been of service on the 
stump. he invades the Department of State and be- 
speeches a Consulate. He invades the White House, 
and failing an interview he writes letters of 
sympathy with the President in the fac- 
tional fights of his party. Still failing in his 
purpose, he. in his wrath, espouses the cause 
of the opposing faction, and arming himeeif 
shoots down the President who would not give him 
an office orinstruct his Secretary to doso. Ido 
not stop to inquire whether he uttered the words 
attributed to him, * lama Stalwart, and now Arthur 
will be President.’ The fact is patent that he wanted 
an office and did not get it, and he believed the 
President was responsible for his failure. He 
wanted a new deal—a new distribution of offices, 
He believed that a new President would make a 
new distribution and that he would have another 
chance. The desire for office—the belief that he 
had earned it—the belief that the President could 
and ought to divide the spoils among the victors— 
the brutality of our polities, which traduces charac- 
ter and villifies motives, whenevera difference of 
opinion or action exists—these made this crime 
possible; these made it possible for the assassin to 
assert that he thought he was doing his party 
and his country a_ service; these are the 
festering beds in which such fools are born 
into such madmen, and such archemes of 
wicked Geviltry are hatched, The act of Guiteau 
is exceptional; the causes which contributed to it 
are imbedded in our system and ure ever present. 
Instinctively the people, without distinction of 

arty, traced the source and significance of 

juitean’s act. They found it in our system of ad- 
ministration. Their intelligence was keenly active. 
Their conscience was awakened. Their sensibility 
was touched. It needs but little guidance to lead 
them to the determination, by law and by a public 
Dpinion stronger than the law, to destroy this 
pffice-giving and office-seeking system. That sys- 
tem is the real assassin of Garfield.” 


After referring to the testimony of Mr. 
Windom and others as to the evils of the sys- 
jem, he proceeded to say: 


“We must supplant this system; we must chase 
}t out with hue and cry. In its place we must put 
the other and better system founded on the idea 
chat public offices are public trusts to be adminis- 
xered solely for the public good; that the fittest 
men shall administer them until still fitter and bet- 
jer men shall be found: that offices have no right 
10 be, except that the faithful execution of the du- 
ies attached to them is necessary to the public 
welfare and the maximum of efficiency and 
minimum of cost constitute the only condition on 
Which they should exist. We must establisn 
she idea that the business of fifty millions of 
people must be transacted by business men 
on business principles, and all the more rigidly 
ind faithfully because it is the business of 
she people. If vacancies were to be filled only by 
the one wan whom proper intelligent comparison, 
based on competition, should show to be the fittest, 
irrespective of personal influence or action, how 
little would be the pressure for removals! If re- 
movals were only for cause of inefficiency or un- 
faithfulness, or because another was shown to be 
fitter and betier, how little would be the scramble 
for ofice! This is the merit system. It appoints 
men who are honest. capable, and faithful. It 
keeps in service those who are proved to have 
such qualifications. 1t would open the subordinate 
tivil service to all who chose to aspire. It would 
§li that service with the men proven to be the best 
by fair competition. It would elevate the 
jone of all aspirants by making them feel 
that they owe nothing to patronage, but 
alito merit. It would make that service tenfold 
more eflicient. 1t would greatly reduce expenses, 
{ct would set up the adoption of principle, and 
not emolumenst, as the prize of party struggie. It 
would destroy the dangerous quality, even if it 
should not seriously moderate tne zeal of party 
apirit. It would consign politics to men of higher 
aspirations and nobler aims. It would elevate the 
motives, and therefore the tone, of party strife. It 
would raise the temper and style of public partisan 
discussion. It wouid eliminate the brutality of our 
politics. It would leave to our President and Sec- 
retaries and Congressmen time and heart for their 
high duties.” 


Mr. Pendleton alluded to the success of the 
Merit system in England and where it had 
been essayed in this country, and proceeded to 
?xplain the committee’s bill and to answer ob- 
jections. He said: 


“I have read with interest the President’s sug- 
gestions on thissubject. He wisely points out early 
entrance. long service, and retiring pensions as 
essential features in the British system, and doubts 
whether in their absence competitive examina- 
tions and promotions only from the lower grades 
rouid be so rigidly enforced here. The commission 
is directed to consult the Presidentin orderto bave 
the benefit of his wisdom and experience, and is 
empowered to establish exceptions to the 
rules in order to make the system conform 
to our conditions. Yhe probation is 1n- 
tended to test the fitness in point of 
character, temper, manners, executive capacity, of 
those whe have successfully passed the examina- 
tions. Every suggestion of the President pore 
adopted under the provisions of this bill, Lre- 
yeat, because I desire it to be distinctly under- 
stood, that this bill provides only for the future ap- 
pointment of subordinate officers inthe depart- 
ments and the great Post Offices and Custom- 
houses, and seeks to make the highest ability to 
perform the duties—not patronage, not favor, not 
partisan services. not the contribution of money, 
not even general good character—the condition of 
securing such apnointments.” 


With reference to the comparative advan- 
tage of competitive examinations, Mr. Pendle- 
ton argued: 

“*‘Why competitive examinations? ask the ob- 
{ectors; ‘the machinery is cumbersome and ex- 
pensive.’ Simply because the system of fd ex: 

- gminations has proved an utter failure. ina- 
tions of this character are required by law for ad- 
gnission into the departments at Washington. But 
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they are not uniform: they have no consistency. 
Neither the scope of the examination, nor the office 
of the examiner, nor the persons who may apply, 
are defined by law orrule. All such questions are 
left to the head of the department, who usually 
confides their determination to a subordinate. Un- 
der the demand for office, under the pressure for 
patronage engendered by the spoils system, these 
examinations have in the main been either entirely 
neglected or reduced toa mere sham. Men of in- 
fluence and power have insisted that their favorites 
should be put into office, and the Secretaries, un- 
supported bv the Jaw, have found themselves una- 
ble to withstand, But if such examinations were 
ten-fold more efficient than they are, the element of 
competition is excluded. Admission to examina- 
tion {snot open to all; itis secured only by per- 
sonal favoritism or political influence—only by 
favor for, or fear of, the applicant or of his political 
partisan backers. ‘There can be no comparison of 
merits. The best and fittest man fur the place cannot 
be ascertained. John Stuart Mill said truly: ‘Such 
examinaticns suffice only to exclude dunces.’ ” 


After replying to the criticisms of Mr. 
Dawes, made in his letters published during 
the Summer, Mr. Pendleton concluded: 

**Tappealto Senaters on the other side of this 
Chamber. You have the Administration, you have 
the offices. you are enjoying the power and the 
emoluments. This bill does not disturb you in the 
possession of them. I appeal to Senators on this 
side of the Chamber. We are in a minority, we 
have no offices now. The chances of time will, 
sooner or later, put them in ourgrasp. But let us 
now sacrifice that hope for the future; let us now 
declare that we will have none of these offices 
except those which may be won by merit; let 
us give this earnest of our _ sincerity in 
a great reform; let us give this token of 
the purity and patriotism of our coming Adminis- 
tration of the Government; let us convince the 
people, even our opponents, that we contend for 
power not that we may enjoy the emoluments of 
office, but that we may lead the country in the 
pathways of advancement and beneficence under 
the inspiration of a true democracy. Patronage, 
however pleasant for the moment, is a curse to 
any man or party. Let us do the right now; let us 
put behind us now the very hope of possessing 
that patronage; let us destroy it now, and we will 
in the future reap our fail reward in having disen- 
gaged our party and our President from influences 
which will surely plant the seeds of early defent in 
our cuming victory, and in having saved our coun- 
try from the perils which now environ it.” 


Mr. Dawes, replying to criticisms upon his 
position by Mr. Pendleton, said these were due 
to his own inability, both now and in the last 
Congress, to suppert that feature of the Sena- 
tor’s meesure providing for the establishment 
in Washington of a Board of Examiners, or 
an imperium in imperio, with no _ pre- 
scribed tenure, who are to superintend and 
control all examinations in all departments 
and places in the civil service covered by 
the bill. The Senator now argued that he, 
(Mr. Dawes,) for this reason, did not want to 
have any legislation on the subject. His own 
effort has been to awaken a public sentiment 
out of which would be evolved legislation 
of practical utility, and he had _ stated, 
and now reiterated, that for ten years 
the statute-books had contained authori- 
ty enough to accomplish everything 
that the most ardent reformer desired to have 
accomplished. Mr. Hill, of Georgia, said in 


his judgment the difficulty was not in the 


want of legislation, and therefore it 


was very difficult to see how a remedy 
was to be applied to legislation. Our great 
difficulty, he thought, was, that while every- 
body was preaching very earnestly on civil 
service reform. age was practicing it, and 


it did not seem to make any difference to the 
people whether their ee were 


practicing it or not. While the coun- 


try was weeping over the tragic end 
of the late President a Federal Judge was 
soiling his ermine by inditing a letter to 
the successor of that President, one who, by 
reason of the corrupt civil service complained 


of, bad succeeded to the office, appealing to 
him to make appointments for the purpose, in 


the choice language of that Judge. 
“‘of cementing our coalition” in Virginia 
to control the State election. What 
was that coalition? It was to secure to 
the Republicans the officers of the State. 
The Senator from Ohio had _ said_ that 
much, but had not told the country that the 
President to whom that letter was addressed, 
while yet the mourning sobs of the people 
were echoing around him, sat down and made 
the very appointment which that Judge ha’ 
designated as ‘* cementing our coalition,’’ and 
then perhaps with the same ink had written a 
homily on civil service reform to be intro- 
duced into his Message to Congress. This was 
the way we were practicing civil service re- 
form. Mr. Pendieton’s bill was then informal- 
ly laid on the table.

THREE YEARS’ PAY AND NO SERVICE. 
ANOTHER REMARKABLE DEVELOPMENT IN 
THE STAR ROUTE SWINDLES. 

Wasuincron, Dec. 138.—The announce- 
ment was recentiy made that the Post Office 
Department had ordered a reduction of $29,- 
666 per annum in the pay of the contractor 
who holds the important star route from Red- 
ding, Cal., to Rosenburg, Oregon. This route 
connects the railway systems of Californ‘a 
and Oregon. The contractors were bound to 
perform 1014 trips per week. Seven of these were 
the ordinary daily trips and the others were 
every-other-day trips for carrying third class 
matter. The reduction was made because of 
the discovery that the every-other-day trips 
had not been performed and that tke third 
class matter had been carried by steamer 
from San Francisco, This fact was known to 
the department in 1879, The line has recently 
been examined by one of the department’s In- 
spectors, and his report is of such a nature that 
itis hard to see why the Government should 
not recover at least some of the money wrong- 
fully taken from the Treasury by the con- 
tractor, C. W. Foster, who belongs to the 
wealthy Barlow party. ~ 


The Inspector reports that the three anda 
half extra trips per week have not been per- 
formed since July, 1878, the month in which 
the contract term began. Extratrips were 
performed on a short portion of the route, but 
not for the purpose of carrying third class 
matter. The Inspector says: “It is true that 
in order to give the Postmaster (H. C. Stan- 
ton) at Rosenburg some slight pretext for 
reporting arrivals and departures of half- 
daily service a two-horse rig has been 
run on alternate days as far south from Rosen- 
burg as North Canyonville, with an occa- 
sional trip as far south as Grave Creek Station, 
Leland Post Office, a distance of 56 miles, about 
one-sixth of the whole line, carrying little lo- 
cal and no through mgil, either third or tourth 
class matter, of any d whatever. A further 
fact is discovered in copnectionwith the extra or 
half daiiyservice upon this route, and that is, that 
while the carriers have shown a disposition to 
do little or nothing, those whose duty it is to 
superintend the transportation, distribution, 
and dispatch of mails have showm a Sdetermi- 
nation that there should be little or nothing to 
do. The fact is that all registered matter, all 
third and tourth class matter, magazines, &c., 
as well as a vast amount ef second class mat- 
ter, with no little amount of first class matter, 
both from Omaha and points beyond, as well 
as from intermediate points for Oregon and 
Washington Territory, have been brought to 
San Francisco, past the junction with the Ore- 
gon division of the Central Pacific Railroad, a 
distanee of 107 miles, held from one to five 
days, and sent by steamer to Portland.” 

hese statements reveal a remarkable condi- 
tion of the service. Allowing that there were 
some orders types the transfer of some of 
this matter by steamer, what can be said of 
officers who in three years made no change 
in the pay of the star route centractor and no 
change in the conditions of his contract? 
For three years he kept up an insignifi- 
cant service for a few miles in order 
to proviie some foundation for the deceptive 
statements forwarded to the department. It 
is clear that he has drawn about $90,000 from 
the Treasury for service which he has not per- 
formed, but which he has pretended to per- 
form. Cannot the Government recover ? 
There was some talk a few months ago about 
bringing civil suits agains* some of the riug 
contractors who have fravdvlently taken bun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars and probably 
millions of the people’s money. Since that 
time the evidence upon which such suits could 
be rg has greatly increased in quantity aad 

uality. 

% The probability that the Hon. Benjamin H. 
Brewster, of Pennsylvania, will be made At- 
torney-General does not give pleasure to the 
star route ring. Oneof the star route organs 
comments upon yh hres at in the usual 


way to-day, and informs the President that 


those who are supporting Mr. Brewster, in- 
cluding Col. George Bliss and Mr. MacVeagh, 
are about the only reformers now remaining 
at large.

A DELUGE OF BILLS IN THE HOUSE. 


EVERY CONCEIVABLE SUBJECT OF LEGISLA- 
TION TOUCHED—MOST OF THE BILLS 
OLD ONES. 


Wasnineton, Dec. 18.—The House to- 
day started on the business of the session and 


was furnished with a suflicient number of bills 
to occupy it continuously for the next six 
months. Under the call of States several hun- 
dred bills were presented, and these consti- 
tute only about .one-third of the total that 


would have been introduced had not the op- 
portunity to bring them forward been cut off 
by adjournment. The States are called in 
alphabetical order, and at 4:30, when the 
House adjourned, the call had proceeded only 
as far as Massachusetts. When the House 
again meets the call will be continued, and as 
most of the larger States were not reached, 
the flood of bills presented to-day will rise to 
a Geluge at the next meeting. Perhaps every 
conceivable matter upon which Congress has 
authority to legislate was thrown into the 
hopper to-day. There were bills to repeal 
taxes and to impose taxes, to erect public 


buildings, improve harbors and dig out the 
beds of rivers, erect interoceanic canals, 
provide against epidemics, create addi- 
tional executive departments, amend the 
Constitution in several particulars, grant 
pensions, and to do or to undo every pos- 
sible thing that the ingenuity or cupidity of 
men could suggest. A large number of the 
bills introduced to-day are old acquaintances 
that have made their appearance in Congress 
with regularity for years past, and many of 
them were presented in the last Congress and 
failed for lack of meritor lack of time to reach 
them. ‘The adjournment of the present Con- 
gress will find these bills suspendea in the same 
manner and for the same reasons, but their 
familiar faces will doubtless be found on the 
calendars of the succeeding Congress, 

The new members introduced a greater num- 
ber of bills than the oid members. The former 
believe that their importance is determined by 
the number of bills they can introduce, and 
they therefore present everything in this line 
that is obtainable. When their constituents 
fail to supply them with the required number, 
they ransack the document-room and revive 
all the bills presented by their predecessors 
that failed at the preceding session, and it is 
not an unusual thing for several members to 
introduce the same bill. One of the few 
novelties presented to-day came from 
Mr. Phelps, ot Connecticut, who wants 


authority given the President to appoint a 


commission of three colored persons to inquire 
into the intellectual condition ofthe celored 
people of the Southern States, their needsand 
what, if anything, can.be done by the Federal 
Government for their relief. In orderte de- 
fray the expenses of the proposed commission 


the bill provides that $13,000 shall be 
appropriated out of the unclaimed 


bounty fund due colored soldiers, Among 
the numerous bills relating to finance 
and currency is one presented by Mr. Murch, 
of Maine, which provides that United States 
legal-teuder notes shail be liable to State taxa- 
tion on an equality with gold and silver coin, 
during the time such notes continue to be re- 
deemable in coin by the Treasury, and no 
longer. The purpose of Mr. Murch’s bill is 
practically to force the Government to repudi- 
ate its outstanding circulating notes, by de- 
stroying all provisons for their redemption, 
under a penaity of exposing such notes to local 
taxation. A few years ago, when the demor- 
alization was widespread on questions of 
finance, such measures as that proposed by Mr, 
Murch would have excited some alarm, but 
their introduction in Congress now is harm- 
less. They will be referred to appropriate 


committees, and will never be returned to the 
House for consideration. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 13, 1881. 


Secretary Frelinghuysen will not assume 


the duties of Secretary of State for several 


days. Heis expected to arrive here to-mor- 
row. 

Representative McCook, of New-York, has 
prepared and will introduce on Friday a bill 
authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Postmaster-General to sell to the Chamber of 
Commerce of New-York the site of the old 
Post Office, for the purpose of erecting a suit- 
able building thereon. 


Mr. Taylor, of Ohio, offered a resolution in 
the House to-day which was unanimously 
adopted, for the appointment of a select com- 
mittee of 11 members to audit all claims for 
services and expenses growing out of the ill- 
ness and burial of the late President Garfield; 
also, to consider what allowance, pension, or 
privilege shall be granted the widow and fam- 
ily of the late President. 


A report from the Bureau of Statistics shows 
that for the 10 months ending Oct. 31 there 
was exported from the United States 423,- 
000,000 gallons of petroleum, valued at $40,- 
000,000, against 296,000,000 gallons, valued at 
$29,000,000, for the corresponding 10 months 
of last year. The quantity exported last Oc- 
tober was 54,000,000 gallons, an increase of 
20,000,000 gallons over October, 1880. 

The President has adopted the following 
schedule for the reception of visitors at the 
White House: Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Thursdays from 10 A, M. tol P. M., the gen- 
eral public, including members of Congress 
and other officers; Tuesdays and Fridays 
(Cabinet days) from 10 A. M. to12 M., Sena- 
tors and Representatives only. The President 
reserves Saturdays and Sundays for himself, 
and on those days will receive noone. He 
will hold his first public reception on New 
Year’s Day. 

The Senate Committee on Finance held their 
first meeting of the present session to-day and 


took up the bill introduced by Senator Sher- 
man for an issue of 3 per cent. bonds to the 
amount of $300,000.000, payable at the pleas- 
ure of the Government after Jan. 1, 1887. The 
bill appeared to meet with the uanimous ap- 
proval of the committee, but action upon it 
was postponed in order to hear the views of 
Secretary Folger on the subject, for which 
purpose he will be invited to meet the commit- 
tee next Thursday. 


The bill reported by Mr. Logan to-day from 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs to 


provide for placing Gen. Grant on the Army 
retired list reads as follows: ‘‘ That in recog- 
nition of the eminent public services of Ulysses 
S. Grant, late General of the Army, the Presi- 
dent be, and he hereby is, authorized to 
nominate and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to appoint 
him to the Army with the rank 
and grade of General, to be placed on the re- 
tired list with pay accordingly. All laws and 
parts of laws in conflict herewith are sus- 
pended for this purpose only.”’ The bill passed 
the committee by a party vote of 5 against 8, 
Messrs. Logan, Cameron of Pennsylvania, 
Harrison, Sewell, and Hawley in the affirma- 
tive; Messrs. Cockrell, Maxey, and Grover in 
the negative, and Hampton absent. 


A bill introduced in the House to-day by 
Representative Hewitt, of Alabama, amenda- 


tory of the Arrearages of Pensions act of 1879 
provides for three clases of pensions: First, 
pensions on account of death of soldiers; 
second, pensions on account of wounds re- 
ceived in the service; third, pensions on ac- 
count of disease contracted in the service. 
Pensions of the first class are to date from 
the death of the soldier, but no widow who 
has remarried or child who has reached the 
age of 16 will be entitled to a pension. Pen- 
sions of the second class date from the time the 
wound developed irto disability, but in no case 
before the discharge of the soldier. Pensions of 
the third class date from the time of filing the 
claim if filed after five years from the uate of 
discharge. The Arrearages act of 1879, which 
Mr. Hewitt proposes to amend, gives pensions 
ef the second and third classes from the date 
of discharge. ‘Lhe effect of Mr. Hewitt’s biil, 
if it should become a law, would be to cut off 
the arrearages due for tke time intervening 
between the date of discharge and the time 
of filing the claims in the thousands of 
cases now pending, and which have 
been filed since the passage of the Ar 


~ le 


rearage act of 1879. Referring to the state- 
ment in President Arthur’s Message that it 
would require $235,000,000 to settle the claims 
of the 193,000 pension cases now pending for 
arrearages, Mr, Hewitt said he thought his bill, 
if passed, would save to the country at least 
$200,000,000 and still Go full justice to the de- 
serving soldier.

THE COAST SURVEY. 
CANDIDATES FOR SUPERINTENDENT—WHY 


PROF. HILGARD SHOULD BE APPOINTED, 


Wasuineton, Dec. 18.—The impending 
appointment by the President of a Superin- 
tendent of the Coast Survey is exciting much 
interest in naval Government circles. The 
candidate for the position deserving the first 
consideration is Prof. Hilgard, who has been 
for many years Chief Assistantin the office, 
and who has been Acting Superintendent 
since the death of Capt. Patterson last Sum- 
mer. Majors Abbot, Comsteck, and Farqu- 
har, of the Engineer Corps of the Army, are 
also candidates, and itis reported that Major 
Comstock is backed by the Grant influence, 
Still another candidate is aman named Brooks,

BURKE TO BE TRIED IN THIS STATE—A DES- 
PERATE ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 18.—William Burke, 
the young, but experienced, criminal suspected of 
complicity in the great Eells bond robbery, was 
brought before Judge Cadwell, of the Common 
Pleas Court, to-day, for a hearing on the requisition 
of the Governor of New-York, in which State he 
is wanted forthe the theft of $6,000 in bonds from 
a bankin Cohoes. Aftera patient hearing of the 
case, the Judge decided that he should be turned 
over to tke officer from New-York. In con- 
clusion, the Judge turned to the  pris- 


oner and impressively said: ‘‘And if you 
are guilty of these’ offences ope 
that the facts may be brought out so that you shall 
fully meet the penalties incurred by your folly, and 
if you are convicted in New-York and serve out 
your full sentence in that State, the fight wili then 
be between Michigan and Ohio as to which State 
may first claim you to meet justice on the second 
charge. And if you are guilty of all three offenses, 
the chances are excellent that you will finda 
a steady home in State penitentiaries as 
long as you. shall live.” As the Judge 
pronounced these words the prisoner was 
manifestly more affected that at any previous 
time since his arrest. His forehead was knitted 
and he bit his lip nervously. Some one addressed 
him on the result, amd he muttered suilenly, “I am 
satisfied.” The Sheriff and the New-York officer 
started down stairs with Burke, and just as they 
reached the street the prisoner made a desperate 
dive for liberty. Dodging under the detective’s 
arms, he made a leap, but the Sheriff was too quick 
and caught him by the collar of his coat. Itis 
thought that the prospect opened before him by 
the Judge’s remarks so appalied him that he hoped 
the officers might kill bim as he ran.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


PLANS FOR RESTORING ORDER IN 
IRELAND. 


MESSRS. O'CONNOR AND HEALY LIKELY TO 
BE ARRESTED ON THEIR RETURN FROM 
AMERICA—THE MANSION HOUSE MEET- 


ING IN AID OF THE PROPERTY DEFENSE 
ASSOCIATION, 


Lonpon, Dec. 18.—The World says: ‘‘It 
is reported in Irish legal circles that the law 
officers of the Crown have been considering 
the advisability of imdicting Mr. T. P. O’Con- 
nor and Mr. Healy for conspiracy on their 
arrival in England. The part they took in the 
proceedings of the Land League Convention at 


Chicago is relied upon as snfficient to insure 
their conviction.” 


The meeting at the Mansion House to organ- 
ize a committee of land-owners and city 
magnates in support of the Irish Property 
Defense Association was held to-day. 
Among those present were the Marquis 
of Hamilton, Lord George Hamilton, Lord 
Claude Hamilton, Lord Dunsany, Lord Elcho, 
and Lord Suffield; also, Sir Henry Tyler, 


the Right Hon. John G. Hubbard, and 
Sir John Lubbock, members of Parliament. 
It is understood tbat a resolution was 
carried, to which Mr. Hubbard was the 
only dissentient, appoiuting a committee to 
obtain subscriptions on behalf of those who 
are ‘‘boycotted’’ or who are unable to gather 
their crops, the committee, if they think it 
desirable, to act independently of exist- 
ing Irish associations. The Lord Mayor 
read a telegram from Mr. Gladstone saying 
that the movement was a justifiable one, 
but that obviously the Gevernment could 
not give any further advice on the sub- 
ject. The Duke of Westminster subscribed 
£500, and has promised another subscription 
if further help should be required. The pro- 
ceedings were remarkably harmonious, The 
political aspect of the Irish question was by 
mutual consent aveided. 

By the advice of English sympathizers with 
Ireland, Mr. O’Donnell attempted to gain ad- 
mission to the Mansion House meeting asa 
representative of the tenantry. The Lord 
Mayor refused to admit him, as he had not been 
invited. Mr. O’Donnell seat a protest stating 
that the Lord Mayor was doubtless pru- 
dent to prevent the voice of even a 
single representative of the Irish people 
being raised in a packed meeting of 
city money-lenders and friends of the 
rack renters, who were preparing to render 
the Land act a dead letter by pressing for im- 
mediate payment of the arrears of the famine 
season, 


Cork, Dec. 18,—A party of armed men, last

IN MEMORY OF DEAN STANLEY. 
A FUND FOR A MEMORIAL TO BE CREATED 


—THE FORM OF THE PROPOSED MONU- 
MENT. 
Lonpon, Dec. 138.—Ata meeting at the 
Chapter House of Westminster Abbey to-day 
to consider the subject of creating a fund fer 


a memorial to the late Dean Stanley, Dean 


Bradley presided, supported by the Prince of 
Wales, Lord Granville, Mr. Lowell, and Lord 
Lorne. The Prince of Wales proposed, and 
Lord Granville and Mr. Lowell supported, a 
resolution reciting that the genius and public 
services of Dean Stanley entitle him toa na- 
tional memorial. A resolution was unani- 


mously adopted in favor of a recumbent effi- 


gy, to be placed near the grave of the late 


Dean’s wife, and also in favor of the comple- 
tion of the windows ef the Chapter House. 
A committee, headed by the Prince of Wales, 
was appointed to receive subscriptions, 

Dean Bradley, remarking on the widely 
representative character of the meeting, said 
that as wellas representatives of colonies of 
Great Britain, they had with them a repre- 
sentative of a kindred Nation beyond the seas, 
who represented feelings: that he, of all 
men, should well interpret. The Prince 
of Wales, in proposing the _ resolution 
above mentioned. said Dean Stanley 
was not only appreciated in Europe, but 
in America, where the Dean _ received 
so much kindness and hospitality. Minister 
Lowell warmly eulogized Dean Stanley, and 
expressed his pleasure in having the privilege 
of uniting in a tribute to the memory of the 
great man, especially because it seemed that 
his presence there was an augury of a day 
which, he believed, would surely come, when the 
character and services of every eminent man of 
the British race would be the common posses- 
sion and inheritance of every branch of the 
ancestral stem. He expressed the wish that 
the memorial could have been international in- 
stead of national. He concluded by expressing 
the hope that the American people would be 
allewed te contribute to the memorial. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury, Lord Salisbury, 
Mr. Samuel Morley, and Lord Lorne also 
spoke.

OUR SOUTH AMERICAN POLICY. 
FOREIGN COMMENTS ON THE LETTERS 
WRITTEN BY MR. BLAINE. 

Lonpon, Dec, 13.—The Standard, in a 
leading article on Mr. Blaine’s instructions 
sent to the American Minister at Lima says: 
‘* Tt may be absurd, but it is only carrying the 
Monroe doctrine to its legitimate conclusion 
to assume that by and by we shall see repre- 
sentatives dsputed from Washington to con- 
trol the relations of the Emperor of Brazil 
with the European powers, and the savages of 
Patagonia invoking the aid of a United States 
commission to compose their differences. 
What is the temper of the Cabinet at the 
present moment we can only infer from the 
growth of Chauvinist sentiment which has con- 
fused the discussion of the canal question. 
As to Peru, it is not wholly, perhaps, 
a matterof sentiment. It is true that Mr. 
Blaine has resigned, and the Americans will 
no longer have to admire the glowing periods 
in which he has maintained the pretensions of 
his country. But American diplomacy is uni- 
form. 1t will be much the same whether the 
dispatches are penned by Mr. Frelinghuysen 
or Mr. Blaine. lt is not improbable that Pres- 
ident Arthur may soon announce that peace is 
restored and a new protectorate by the United 
States established.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘*The impres- 
sion created by Mr. Biaine’s dispatches is un- 
doubtediy bad, and it would have been much 
worse if the author was still intrusted with the 
direction of the foreign policy of the United 
States. We feel no apprehension that the at- 
titude Mr. Hurlbut bas assumed at Lima will 
be persisted in by the Commissioner who will 
supersede him. The American people have 
tow much to do nearer home to set up as ad- 
judicators among the South American repub- 
lics. Ifany European power were to inter- 
vene the circumstances would be altered.”’ 

Lonwon, Dec, 14.—The Times this morning, 
in an article on the relations of the United 
States with Chili and Peru, says: ‘*We 
cannot doubt that it was President Ar- 
thur’s object to quality the inferences 
which seemed | to suggested by the 
tone of Secreta Blaine’s former dis- 
patches, and which he may have foreseen 
would attract much attention in Europe, The 
censure upon Mr. Hurlbut and Gen.

THE VIENNA THEATRE DISASTER. 


MORE BODIES RECOVERED—INVESTIGATIONS 


INTO THE CAUSE OF THE FIRE. 

Vienna, Dec. 138.—On removing some 
débris from the ruins to-day additional 
bodies were discovered in a good state 
of preservation. Information received up 
to 11 o'clock this morning shows that 
50 persons who were reported missing 
are among the survivors, but these 50 are 
counterbalanced by omissions of the names 
of persons who were really missing. 
An investigation into the cause of 
the disaster is being made by the Tribuna 
for Criminal Offenses, apart from that in- 
stituted by the Police authorities. It is in- 
tended to examine persons who have communi- 


cated to newspapers statements of their experi- 
ences on the night of the fire. 

Twenty-seven bodies were removed frem the 
ruins of the Ring Theatre yesterday; also, a 
quantity of fragments of bodies, such as feet 
and hands, which were not burned. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—A Berlin correspondent 
says the Emperor William is deepiy affected 
by the Vienna disaster. He has sent two offi- 
cers of the Berlin Fire Brigade to make in- 
quiries regarding the circumstances of the 
event.

AMERICAN PORK IN FRANCE.

The majority of Ohio Re 
publicans, however, whatever may be theinr 
affiliations, consider all this talk unprofitable, 
and declare that the only safe course with 
Keifer is to see how he succeeds as Speakes 
before entangling him with future ambitions 
The suggestion that the new Speaker may be 


come a Presidential aspirant in 1884 is, of 
course, looked upon as an idle joke. The 
chances are that Keifer desires to becom¢ 
Governor of Ohio, and that he and Foster will 
work together to give him the Republican 
nomination at the close of Foster’s present 
term, Foster giving his attention to the elec< 
tion of a Republican Legislature and his own 
elevation to the Senate.

MASSACHUSETTS ELECTIONS. 
BOSTON ELECTS A REPUBLICAN MAYOR—RE- 
SULTS IN OTHER CITIES, 

Boston, Dec. 13.—Returns from all but two 
precincts in the city show the election of Dr. 
Samuel A. Green, the Republicans’ and citi- 
zens’ nominee for Mayor, by 582 majority over 
the Hon. Albert Patmer, Democrat. Although 
there was much interest taken in the election, 
especially in regard to the question of license, the 
total vote will be only about 37.000, against 42,000 
last year, when F. O. Prince, (Vem.,) was elected 
Mayor by 512 majority. Of the two precincts 
to hear from one is Democratic and the other Re- 
publican, and their votes will offset each other and 
not alter the result. The indications point 
to the election of the _ citizens’ § ticket 
for Aldermen, which contains the names 
of seven Republicans und five Democrats, but. 
owing to the multiplicity of tickets in the 
field and the large amount of scratching done on 
local issues, the result of the vote for Aldermem 
and members of the Common Council will not be 
known until to-morrow. The city has undoubtedly 
voted for license, but the figures cannot be stuted 
until a late hour. 

Benjamin Hale (Ind.) was elected Mayor of New- 
buryport to-day by 300 majority over Robert 
Couch, the citizens’ candidate. The Board of Al 
dermen stands four Republicans and two Demo- 
crats, with a probable Kepublican majority in the 
Common Council. The city voted “ No license.” 

At Lowell, George Runnels, Republican and an- 
ti-license, was elected Mayor. The complexion of 
the city Government has not yet been determined.

The-eleetion in the Fifteenth District was the 
most barefaced fraud aud outrage of the many 
frauds and outrages which that district has -wit- 
nessed. There were on Monday but two ticketsin 
the~ field, one headed by M. L. Hollister 
and the other by Isaao J, Siskind. These 
two candidates were the leaders of the 
rival factions that confronted each other 
At the last primary under the reorganization or- 
dered by the Central Committee, as well as at the 
Btate Convention and local convention primaries. 
* Barney” Biglin, of the Eighteenth District, 
has:taken a great interest in the Fifteenth Dis- 
trict fora year past, with a view to manipu-. 
lating it so as to secure for himself, or at 
least control, the Aldermanio nomination, 
He helped Siskind to defeat Hollister, Leask, 
Montgomery, Shook, and all the old-time man- 
agers in the district combined. Since then he has, 
begun to doubt the pliancy of Siskind, and deter- 
mined that he must be beaten.

As soon as the ballot was handed 
to him Dwyer made up his mind as to 
whether the man was a Pettigrew man or not 
by the color and size ofthe paper.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 13.—The thirtieth re- 
port, embracing the sixteenth audit of the ac- 
counts of the Receivers of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad and Coal and Iron Companies 
for September, was filed by the Master to-day.

Boston, Dec. 13.—The unsatisfactory busi- 
ness relations between the roads forming the Cen- 
tral Vermont Line, between Boston and 
Rouse’s Point and St, John, Province of Quebec 
over which the business of the Grand 
Trunk and Ogdensburg and Lake Champlain 
Roads is forwarded, have been ended. A traf- 
fic centract has been signed by the rep- 
resentatives of the Central Vermont and 
Northern and Lowell and Concord Railroads 
by the terms of which the roads between the White 
River Junction and Boston, so far as the business.

CrnciInnaTI, Dec. 18.—The Directory of the 
Cincinnati and Eastern Railway unanimously voted, 
at a meeting, to take measures at once to make the 
road standard gauge. The contractor of the unfin- 
ished portion between Winchester and Galera was 
present, and it was agreed that he should build his 
portion of the road of sufficient width, and that 
the ties should be cight feet in length, and the rails 
be of steel and 54 pounds in weight.

THE NEW-JERSEY ASSEMBLY. 
——_—_@—_—. 

Trenton, N. J., Dec. 18.—The death of 
Charles G. Breummer, member-elect of the New- 
Jersey Assembly, at his home in Newark on Mon- 
day night,is of peculiar political importance in 
New-Jersey. Mr. Breummer had been suffering 
several years'from consumption. Last Winter he 
was in such feeble.health that.it was feared among 
some that he would not be able to sit the session 
through. But he survived until the Assembly 
conventions were held last Fall. Then his friends 
pressed him forward for the nomination from 
motives of delicacy. Party usage entitled him toa 
@ second term, and the refusal to give it to him 


could have been based only on the ground that the 
state of his health indicated an inability to survive 
the term of the Assembly about to be chesen. No 
one cared to offend him by opposipg him because 
of the certain prospect of his speedy death, and so 
it was accorded to him. The friends who thus un- 
wisely, but considerately, urged his canvass, did 
not evidently anticipate the complications to which 
his death has given rise. 

With Mr. Breummer in his seat, the Republicans 
would have had 80 of the 60 members of which the 
House of Assembly is composed. His death leaves 
that party with only 29 votes against the 30 votes 
controlled by the Democrats. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances 31 votes—a majority of the whole num- 
ber of Assemblymen elected—would be- required 
to organize the House. Butthe Democrats are set- 
ting up the claim that a majority of the quorum is 
sufficient to elect, and that consequently their 30 
votes entitle them to the organization. The ques- 
tion has not, as far as known, ever arisen in the 
past history of the State. The Republicans are not, 
bowever, disposed to contest the question very 
warmly, and it is possible that the right to organizo 
the House may be conceded without a: contest. 
The State Constitution is silent upon.the sub- 

ect. There isno statute regulating the matter. 

ven the rules of the House throw no 
light upon it except in a general proviso 

‘that, about matters concerning which the 

Tules say nothing, Cushing’s Manual shall 
be the guide. Cushing takes the ground that a 
majority of the quorum is not sufficient to. elect a 
Speaker, because when all are present the Speaker 
may be deposed; and for the second reason that, 
‘as the party that elects the Speaker {s responsible 
for the acts of the body over which he presides, it 
should have enough votes on the floor to-make its 
will effective. Thirty-one yotes will be required 
for the passage of a bill, and 81 votes, therefore, 
will be required to elect. But the Democrats wipe 
out the authority of Cushing by the claim that the 
House is without rules until it adopts them for- 
mally. A possible precedent has been cited, too, 
in the action of Congress at its organization a few 
daysago. There a majority of the members an- 
swering at roll-call was declared to be sufficient to 
elect a Speaker forthe House of Representatives. 
The Republicans might, if the death had occurred 
earlier, have hastened a special election to fill Mr. 
Breummer’s place; but there is no time now for the 
arrangement of the preliminaries for such an elec- 
tion before the day on which the House is to con- 
vene for the session. 

The Senate, however, remains in the control of 
the Republicans, and whatever vicious legislation 
the House may assent to will be promptly checked 
there, The officers of the Senate last year will 
doubtless sit in the high places this year again. 
Senator Hobart, of Passaic, the President; George 
Wurtz, of the Paterson Press, the Secretary, and 
William T. Hunt, the Assistant Secretary, will be 
re-elected. Party usage establishes their richt to

Hinch- 
man took his sentence in a quiet manner, pleading 
guilty to the charges read to him by the Prosecutor 
of the Pleas. The points of the evidence brought 
out against Hinchman on the trialare as follows: 
On Sunday afternoon, Nov. 27, two little girls, 
Georgiana and Cecelia, daughters of Hinchman, 


respectively 15 and 11 years old, came to the house 
of Stephen H, Searles, on the Ridge road, about 
owner ag of a mile from Kingston, N. J., and 
begged to be taken in and protected against their 
father. The elder, a child between 14 and 
15, but scarcely larger than an _ ordinary 
girl of 10, was a mass of wounds 
and bruises from head to foot. Her 
head was cut and hair matted with blood; an car 
was gashed; her hands, which she had evi- 
dently held up to shield her head, were cut 
and mangled fearfully; one of her arms 
was bruised so that she could scarcely raise it; two 
of her ribs were broken; her elothing was 
discolored and_ stiff with blood, and on 
one of her limbs was an _ abscess, the 
effect, she said, of a kick her father had 
given her some time before. She has lain 
in a critical condition ever since. Mr. 
Searles and his family took them in and 
dressed the wounds. After having. by his own 
admission, beaten. the oldest child  severe- 
ly on “Friday, Saturday, and Sunday, the 
father went to the barn for a _ little 
while, saying, as he left the house, “I'll finish you 


when I come back,” and the girls ayvail- 
ed themselves of the opportunity to es- 
cape, as they had done _ once before. 


Hinchman said, “ They aggravated®me and would 
not do the house-work,’’ in excuse for his cruelty. 

Judge Seudder said to the criminal as he stood 
before him: “It seems almost impossible to 
this court that a man, a father of two such 
bright-eyed little girls as these before me, should 


be such a brute, I have never during the 
whole course of my career in court scenes, 
witnessed such aie sight as_ this and 


heard such evidence against a father of a 
family. You are simply a brute, Hinchman. 
You have no heart. You should thank your God 
that you de not now stand here upon a 
charge of murder. The statute in this State 
limits the imprisonment to 10 years, and 
if we could go beyond that wo 
would. For cruelly beating your eldest 
daughter, Georgiana, you are sentenced to the 
State prison, at hard labor, forthe term of 10 years. 
For beating and ill-treating the youngest, Cecilia, 
you are to work out a sentence of two years, 
the latter to run concurrently with the former 
sentence.”’ Hinchman was then led out to the jail 
near by, from which he will be taken to the Tren- 
ton prison on Wednesday. 





STATE SANITARY WORK. 
_-—-~+.----— 

ALBANY, Dee. 13.—The State Board of 
Health met hereto-day. The Hon. Erastus Brooks, 
Dr. J. Savage Delevan, Prof. C. F. Chandler, Dr, 
James G. Hunt, and Dr. Elisha Harris, Secretary, 
were present. The text of the annual report was 
then read and carefully considered. It comprizes 
18 chapters, which are devoted tothe following 
subjects: “Diphtheria,” “Prevalent Diseases,” 
**Local Boards of Health,” ‘* New Sanitary Laws,”’ 
“* Reports of Standing Committees,” ‘“ Stench Nul- 
sances,” ‘Procedure Under the Eighth Section of 
the State Board of Health Act,” ‘‘Laws and Sani- 
tary Provisions Relating to Small-pox and Vaccina- 
tion,” “Impure Water Supplies,” ‘' Pollution 
of Wells and Streams,” ‘‘ Water Analysis,” 
“The General Drainage Laws,” ‘Sanitary Drain- 
age of Villages andthe Treatment of Drainage 
Areas in Populous Districts,’ “Disposal of Do- 
mestic Waste Matters,” ‘‘ Public Obstructions to 
Natural Drainage,” “Sanitary Questions Connected 
with the Abandoned Canals and the Malarial 


Pools and Grounds near the Erie Canal,” ‘‘ The 
Extent of Prevertable Causes of Malaria in the 
State,” ‘ Sanitary Inquiry relating to Prevalent 
Acute Diseases,”’ *‘'The State System of Registra- 
tion of Births, Deaths, and Marriages,’’ ‘‘ Healthin 
Sschools,” ‘‘'Tenemenis,” ‘‘ Protection of the 
Health and Life of Tenants.” 

The board also considered the progress made in 
the work of the analytical chemists, under the 
Food snd Drug law, chapter 407, 1881. The sepa- 
rate reports made by the eight chemists, who have 
been engaged forthe past five months upon the 
examination of articles used as food, ; beverages 
and medicines were taken up one by one. 
Prof. C, FF. Chandler, Chairman of _ the 
Sanitary Committee, under whose immediate 
supervision this class of duties is conducted, 

refaced the ~eperts wa suitable general review, 

‘he examination of miik and its products reeeived 
great attention, and this extends to the improper 
food and keeping of cows. No attempt has been made 
to keep aloof from inquiries into oleomargarine 
and the special arts of cheese-making. The bread- 
stuff and baking-powders receive exact treatment, 
even to an original examiration of the "alum 
question,” in which there is less cause for 
alarm than in some other matters of food. 
Tea, coffee, spices, and various accessories of food 
have been carefully investigated, and also adul- 
terations of sugar, and an elaborate report 
upon beers and distilled spirits presented. 
Crude drugs = and medicinal preparations 
come under examination to an extent 
which shows how wide the difference 
is between the adulterated and defective and the 
pure and carefully preserved articles used in medi- 
cine. The questions relating to exemptions per- 
missible in substances shcwn to be below proper 
standards of purity, and relating to the standards 
themselves, and the rccessary procedures in law to 
prevent adulterations, were referred to the board’s 
sanitary and law committees,

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PROTEHOTION OF GAME. 
FIRST MEETING OF THE SOCIETY FOR TAH 
BEASON 1881-2. 

The first meeting of’ the New-York Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Game for the Season 
_1881-2 was held last evening at Pinard’s, the Hon. 
Robert B. Roosevelt, President, in the chair. 
Among those present were ex-Senators Alfred Wag- 
staff and B. L. Luddington, Dr. Stephen A. Main, 
and Messrs. fayette S. Giles, Henry Meyer, James 
Moyer, Jr., Edward Wight, C. Dubois Wagstaff, J. 
Harson Rhoades, and Charles HE. Whitehead. Mr. 


Thomas N. Cuthbert, Secretary, read a large num-: 


ber of communications from all parts of this and 
other States asking for information in relation to 
the enforcement of the game laws, and commend- 
ing the work performed by the association in stop- 
ping the wholesale destruction of fish and game. 
Edwin C. Halsey, proprietor of the Oneck House, 
Westhampton, Long Island, asks what can be done 
to stop the catching of white perch with nets by 
the fishermen in the Great South Bay. Mr, Seth 
Green, Superintendent of the State Fishery Com- 
mission, writing from Rochester, said: 

“Constable Schwartz has captured and destroyed 
between 300 and 400 gill and fyke nets, and has made 
many arrests. He bey age g00d work toward break- 
ing up illegal fishingin this and adjoining counties. 


Everything at the State hatchery is in fine 
shape, and we shall do a large  season’s 
work. We have completed auring the past 


a 18 Ps bf pag ae hie or were much needed 
o accommodate our increasing supply of breedin 
fish. We have had great success with tne California 


mountain trout, which I consider the coming game - 


fish of the East. The New-York State Fish Commis- 
sion first introduced them in this section of the coun- 
try. From a start of 500 spawn procured in 1875 
we last season succeeded in depositing in various 
waters in this State about 1,200,000 young fry, and 
the supply will be much larger this season. 
They are a fine table fish, very hardy, and take 
the fly readily. When on the hook they re- 
semble the small-mouthed black bass, throwing them- 
selves out of the water repose and making a de- 
termined fight. They will do well in the tributaries 
‘of our large rivers, and also in our large creeks. I 
also think they will do wellin our inland lakes, pro- 
vided they have small spring streams flowing into 
them in which'to 
spawn from March 1 to May 15, and 
from two tofour pounds. The State Fishery Commis- 
sion will also have a good supply of brook trout and 
saimon trout for distribution.” 


The President said that Mr. Green had not ut- 
tered a syllable in relation to California: mountain 
trout that the fish did not merit. If gentlemen 
wished to stock their ponds they would find the 
California’ mountain trout perfection itself. In 
answer to aquestion about German carp, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that in southern ponds they 
throve well and grew to a great. size; but 
if placed in Northern ponds, where the 
water froze over, they did not do well, ‘and 


‘scarcely grew at all. They fed principally on vege-: 


table matter, and were not a game fish—simply a 
food fish. The North River, he said, now contained 
some German carp. The State Fishery Commis- 
sioners, the President added, had gent for the red- 
speckled species of California mountain trout 
known as “ Dolly Vardens,” but the spawn was 
not yet ready for distribution. 

Mr. Robert Lawrence, of Flushing, Long Island, 
was elected a member of the association. A reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Luddington, returning the 
thanks of the association to Goy. Cornell for his 
approval of the appropriation of $15,000 to the 
Fish: Commission of the State, thereby fostering 
and sustaining a very important interest, was 
adopted.

A SINGULAR STORY. 

THE CAPTAIN OF A SCHOONER ARRESTED ON 
A CHARGE OF KIDNAPPING. 

Central Office Detectives Kush and Moloney 
on Monday afternoon drrested, on the schooner 
Henry Sutton, Gilbert Manson, her master, who is 
a@ Scotchman, 87 years old. He is charged with 
abducting from Hampton, Va., Harrison Vaughan, 


@ negro, 12 years old, the son of Mary Vaughan. 
He was remanded at.the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday, and the boy, who isa bright yel- 
low, was placed in the care of his brother George, 
a waiter in this City. Harrison says that he fre- 
quently visited his sister, who lives on the estate of 
Gen. Armstrong, at Hampton Roads. To do this 
he had either to make a detour of several miles by 
land or crossa creek between the plaee where his 
mother lived and Gen. Armstrong’s estate. He 
generally found some one kind enough to ferry him 
over. On the evening of the 6th iast. he found 
a boat at the point near his mother’s place. 
In it were several sailors, Capt. Manson, and Capt. 
James Bailey, of the schooner Anna Louisa, of St. 
John, New-Brunswick. When he asked if they 
would put him across the creek Capt. Manson 
laughed and invited him to get inthe boat. He 
did so, and at first the boat was rowed in the direc- 
tion in which Vaughan wanted to go. Then Man- 
son said that he guessed the boat was his and he 
could go where he pleased. Bailey tried to per- 
suade him to put Vaughan where he asked to go, 
but Manson had him taken on board the Henry 
Sutton and brought him to New-York. One of 
Capt. Bailey’s seamen went to Fortress Monroe 
and told Collector Massey what had occurred, and 
he telegraphed to the Police here. Capt. Manson 
says that there was no kidnapping. The boy asked 
to ship as a cabin boy. He found him so willing 
and intelligent that he planned to keep him at his 
home in New-Haven, Conn. The boy did not deny 
that he was well treated by Capt. Manson and that 
he had clothed him. The Henry Sutton arrived in 


New-York on Thursday night and discharged her 


cargo, which was consigned to James Boyce & Co., 
at Pier No. 18, North River, preparatory to taking 
in a cargo for Boston, Vaughan made no complaint, 
and, although the Captain went home to New- 
Haven, he did not attempt to escape. Capt. Man- 
son’s counsel ridicules the charge of kidnapping, 
and has served on Inspector Byrnes a writ of 
habeas corpus returnable before Justice Lawrence, 
in the Supreme Court, to-morrow mornzing.

WEST-BOUND FREIGHT. 

THE SCHEDULE RATES AGREED UPON BY 
THE TRUNK LINE MANAGERS. 

The new rates for Western-bound freights 


which will-probably be adopted after Jan.1 next 
by the trunk lines, and which were agreed upon at 





‘the meeting of the trunk lines Monday, are as fol- 


lows: First class, 60 cents; second class, 50; third 


class, 45, and fourth class, 35. The rates during the 
Winter of 1880-81 were, for first class, 75; second 
class, 60; third class, 50, and fourth elass, 40. The 
rates during the Summer were unusually low—45 
cents for first class, 32 for second, 26 for third, 
and 19 for fourth class. These, it is claimed by 
managers, were not specially remunerative, and 
therefore some of the managers of the trunk lines 
favor rates higher than:those suggested at the 
meeting of Monday. Mr.. Albert Fink, the Trunk 
Line Commissioner, informed a Tres reporter yes- 
terday that there was some disagreement between 
the roads in reference to the proposed rates. These 
differences are not, in his opinion, of such a char- 
acter as to create trouble of any moment. These 
differences, if they amount to anything, will un- 
doubtedly be adjusted during the week, so that the 
schedule rates may be officially announced a week 
or so before they go into effect. Nothing was done 
yesterday looking toward the end of the war in 
rates on East-bound freights, and though‘there are 
rumors of a possible settlement at an early day, no 
railroad man is willing to say when this will take 
place or on what basis. Passenger rates will, for 
the present at least, remain as they now are.

‘“The-remittances,” continned Mr. Hunter, ‘‘caz

bill ent marked “remitted,” with red ink 
Two solid pages of these remitted tax entriei 
“were shown in one book, and in~ som 
‘instances the bills were not larger than $1 50 
After showing the magnitude of the remitted taz 
bills, Mr. Hunter opened another book of 1876, an¢ 
exposed six pages of entered tax bills, and in nin¢ 
cases outof ten the property-holder had been over 
charged. 

In order to evade, if possible, the Statute of Lim. 
‘itatiens and bring some of the guilty clerks to jus- 
tice, Mr. Clay’s motion instructing the clerk ta 
begin the work of examining the books in the Tax 
aud Sheriff’s offiees at March, 1881, and go baek, 
was unanimously adopted by the sub-committee. 
At this point Mr. Hunter, wh> had been ex- 
amining a letter, smiled grimly end, look: 
ing up, said: “Here is a sample case of the 
way they carried on business. I will not 
mention names now, but they will all come out as 
the books are gone through. In 1875 and 1876a 


‘merchant paid $180 more tax than he should hava 


done. Next year, when the bill was presented as 
it had been in years previous, he kicked, and a few 
days later a tax clerk paid him back the $360. 
Then the bill was paid correctly, but the clerk 
didn’t turn over the money for the third 
year for five months after he collected it.” Mr, 
Hunter explained the Girard Trust and Saving 
Fund and the Central Soup-house cases, which have 
had much publicity. Mr. Hunter said: “‘ There are 
no entries in the books in reference to the ‘Girard 
Trust transaction. The Trust. had $2,000,000 
in personal property, and for six years 
no assessment on the books of 
the Tax Office, but the trust paid $6,000 
taxes every year from 1871 to 1876. The bills were 
made on the statements of the company. ‘The 
clerks who received this large amount of money 
were Davidson, Eastburn, Greener, and Hilferty. 
The soup-house was exempt from taxation, but 
$165.a year was collected 1874, 1875, and 1875, 
but no entries of payment were made. The twa 
first receipts were signed by J. A. Crompta 
Chief Clerk, and the third by John Stimmel. 
The checks of the Girard Trust Copbasy

ern Savings Fund had pald $1,500 tax on March 4, 
1874, but the money never reached the Treasury. 
In March, 1875,the Fund again paid $1,500, but it 
did not go into the Treasury until July, 1875. He 
also cited the case of William Cramp & Sons, wh¢ 
were charged enalty which the city did 
not get. The clerk who received this money 
was J. C. Cramp, a relative of the victims, and Mr, 
Hunter said his name was withheld at the request 
of the firm. A firm known as Jones & Kern lost 
$56 91 by the 1 per cent. penalty system. A clerk 
named Knight received this money and did not pay 
it into the Treasury,

NEW-YORK DOCTORS DISAGREE IN 
GUITEAUS CASE. 
ONCLUSION OF DR. SPITZKA’S SEARCHING 

CROSS-EXAMINATICN—DR. FORDYCE BAR- 
KER DECLARES THAT MORAL INSANITY 
Is SIMPLY WICKEDNESS—CLEARLY EX- 
PRESSED VIEWS TENDING TO SHOW THE 

ASSASSIN’S SANITY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—As soon asthe court 
bad been called to order this morning, the cross- 
examination of Dr. E. C. Spitzka, of New-York, 
was resumed by District Attorney Corkhill. He 
stated, in reply to questions, that he had on one 
oecasion applied for employment at the asy- 
lam on Ward's Island, New-York. This was 
fone at the request of Dr. A. E. McDonald, 
who desired that he shou!d make the post-mortem 
examinations at the asylum. Some of those exam- 
{nations were now published over his name in the 
asylum reports. He had never offered to serve for 
one year for nothing at the asylum at Oshkosh. 

Q,—(Handing witness a drawing ona piece of 
paper about four inches square)—Take this out- 
line of a head, and suppose it to be the head of the 


prisoner, point out the peculiarities of the forma- 
tion of this head. 

While the witness was examining the drawing 
and sketching another more to his mind, the pris- 
pner made his first speech of the day: ‘‘ A hatter 
wanted to take my head this morning. I told 
him I would let him if he gavemeanewhat. I 
have got the hat. Isuppose the Government will 
will pay for it, Corkhill. Iam sure it won't come 
out of your pocket.” 

The Witness, (illustrating by the drawing)—The 
irregularities of the two sides of the head are de- 
termined by considering the head from three points 
of view—the back, front, and top. The most no- 
ticeable asymetry is in the front view. The left 
side is the one I refer toas being three times more 
unsymmetrical than under normal circumstances. 

Q.+Supposing that to be acorrect delineation 
of the prisoner’s head, how does it differ from the 
ordinary class of heads? A.—It is far beyond the 
degree of a asymmetry. 

Q.—The deviation in the head would be about 
three times as great as in the ordinary head? A.— 
At least. 

Q.—Are you acquainted with Dr. Kiernan, of 
Chicago? A.—I am. 

Q.—Are you assecilate writer in any journal 
which he is connected with? A.—Iam. 

Q.—You believe inaGod? A,—If the court does 
not declare that the question is irrelevant, I will 
answer. 

The Court—You are not obliged to answer that 
question. 

The Witness—On principle I decline to answer it. 

The Prisoner—Do you believe in a God, Cork- 
hill? I have been digging up your record and it 
stinks worse than a mackerel. 

Q.—Then you decline to answer? A.—I decline 
to answer on principle. It isto my point of view 
an impertinent question in a country that guaran- 
tees civil and religious liberty. 

Mr. Davidge—But not irreligieus liberty. 

The District Attorney—As you declive to answer 
that question, I do not think I have any further 
guestion to ask you. 


THE RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION, 

Q.—What reason have you to think that the pris- 
oner was not simulating in the interview you had 
with him? A.—I detected no evidence of simula- 
tion, which I believe I sbould certainly have found 
if it existed. 

Q.—Has your attention been frequently drawn 
to this point in connection with people supposed 


to be insane? A.—I have seen probably five or six 
cases of simulation. 

Q,—Is it easy to detectthem? A.—Inthe vast 
majority of cases very easy. 

Q.—Do you think it possible that a person who 
had never seen a case of insanity, or not more than 
two or three, could successfully simulate insanity ? 
A.—A layman could not make even an approach to 
simulating insanity under those circumstances. 

Q.—You were asked in regard to the Gosling 
ease. State what connection you had with that 
case. A.—The connection that I had with that 
case was that I was approached by both sides; by 
letter by the wrong side and personally by the 
right side; that I declined by letter to go for 
the wrong side and went for the right 
side, and I was asked then about what 
the prosecution terms the “horse doctor business,”’ 
the auestions being instigated by the same medical 
politician who instigates them now, and who was 
approached by both sides. _ 

Q.—How did you know which was the right side? 
A.—By the death of the patient from the very 
form of insanity we predicted he would die from. 

Q.—Who were ‘‘we”? A.—The experts, Drs. 
Hammond and A. E. McDonald, and myself. 
There may have been others. 

Q.—Explain more fully your expression that the 
crime in this case was the result of amorbid project 
based on a delusiveopinion. A.—By delusive opin- 
fons in this case] mean extravagant interpreta- 
tions of outward circumstances that would strike 
asane man differently from what they struck this 
prisoner, ‘ 

Mr. Scoville then summarized all the evidences 
of insanity which, according to the witnesses for 
the defense, had existed in the prisoner’s family, 
and asked the witness whether, if those facts wers 
proved, they constituted a proper claim for a 

ereditary taint of insanity in the prisoner? A.— 
I would say that the family was strongly drenched 
with hereditary taint, and that the prisoner might 
or might not have inherited the taint; but I would 
have to exclude a good many things you 
said from that opinion. For instance, the 
belief (held by Luther W. Guiteau) that a 
sick man might be cured by prayer is not a sign of 
insanity, though it may bea sign of weakness of 
judgment. As tothe belief of Mr. Abram Guiteau 
that he would never die, do you mean spiritually? 

Mr. Scoville—No; bodily. — 

The Witness—That would be a strong evidence 
of insanity. 

Mr, Porter, (ironically)—Could you test it by the 
fact of his making his will six months before his 
death? 

Mr. Scoville—You were asked as to your knowl- 
edge of a class of insane delusions where people 
consider themselves inspired of God. Do you re- 
member the case of Freeman, of Pocasset, who 
killed his child? A.—I have not any accurate 
knowledge of the case. I only know of it through 
the newspaper reports. That case was not analo- 
gone to this case, except as to the belief in inspira- 
tion. 

Q.—That was a manifestation of insanity? A.— 
It was so pronounced, and I think it was. 

Q.—Do you remember anything else that trans- 
pired at the interview with the prisoner in the 
jail that helps you to form your opinion of him? 
A.—I should have nothing to add, except in 
explanation of the general nature of his 
mind, a fact, standing by itself, which 
would have no _ significance, of a remarkable 
dream he related, which was to my mind consist- 
ent with the other features he showed. He hada 
dream that he was at the White House holding a 
big reception there. 


The Prisoner—That was a week ago, It kept me 


awake all night; Ithought it was an immense af- 
air, 

_Q.—Did you have any opinion before the publiea- 
tion of your article, which was alludea to yester- 
day, on this class of cases, and did you, before that 
time, express any Opinion, by written commununica- 
tion or otherwise? A.—Ihad a fixed pigeon-hole 
of some cases years befcre the assassination oc- 
surred. I had published an abstract of similar 
cases, and part of these were published in the New- 


York Medical Gazetie. 


—Do you remember, at a conversation in the 
cell, my saying something to the prisoner in regard 
to the witness Shaw, who testified here, as to any 
information I had obtained about him? A.—That 
was partof the conversation to which I referred 
when i said that the prisoner displayed the ability 
of a certain portion of the legal fraternity. 

Mr. Porter objected to Mr. Scoville attacking an 
absent witness by detailing the conversation which 
occurred in the jail. 

The court sustained the objection, and then the 
prisoner broke forth: "We have information that 
Shaw_has been convicted, almost, of perjury in 
New-Jersey and barely escaped by a technical 
quibble, and the court told him on the bench that 
be ought to be in State prison for perjury. That is 
the kind of man Shaw is; that is your kind of men, 
CorkhilL That man Engiish has been convicted of 
larceny in Ireland.” 


DR. SPITZKA’S NOTIONS ABOUT THE TRIAL. 


The District Attorney again cross-examined the 
witness. 

Q.—You said you hada pigeon-hole for cases-sim- 
far to this? A.—Ihad a picture of this class of 
eases framed in my mind. 

Q.—Have you written any other article onthe 
subject of this trial besides the one to whichI 
called attention yesterday. A.—I decline to answer 
that question. 

Q.—Did you write anarticle forthe New-England 
Medical Monthty ? A.—I did, or rather I furnished 
some of the facts for it. 

Q.—What other papers did you write ariticles for 


concermiing the trial? A.—I have written an oc- 
casional editorial in the Chicago Medical Review on 
this subject. 

— many have you written? A.—One or 

Q.—What other journals or newspapers have you 
written articles for? A.—None. 

The District Attorney handed to the witness 
the article published in the New-England AMedi- 
cal Journal, and asked him to mark _there- 
on the portions that were exclusively his 
own. While the witness was engaged in doing so 
the prisoner broke out: “I see that crank Tal- 
mage, of the Brooklyn Tabernacle, has been doing 
ap this business in a sensational style. I believe 
he is the man who has been before his Synod 
several times for lying. He is also said to be a 
tender for a house of prostitution, He is a niee 
man to criticise me. I have got my eye on two 
or three. others of these cranks. The high-toned 
decent part of the American people are settling 
down in a quiet way in this matter, but there are 
a few cranks who persist in talking about it.” 

The District Attorney, having got back the paper 
marked by the witness, asked him what he meant 
by the phrase, *‘ defects of our expert system.” 
A.—The habit of ¢alling expert witmesses for a side 
and not for the court. 

Q-—I recognize your language here about the 
Prosecuting Attorney. A.—I thought you would. 
That was an opinion which I formed early in this 
sase. 

The Prisoner, (to the District Attorney)—In my 
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opinion, and in the opinion of the American peo- 
ple, (to Mr. Scoville—Do not be punching me,) 
you are a eonsummate jackass. If you 
had any self-respect you wonld_ crawl 
out of this case and go out West to the diggings. 
That would suit your brain better than the trial of 
a case like this. Mv name is Getto, not Geeto, as 
you pronounce it. You have not got sense enough 
to pronounce my name yet. 

The District Attorney, (to the witness)—And your 
sentiment is that these medical witnesses are here 
to swear to what they do not believe? A.—I did 
not say that. All that I intended to imply was that 
the habit of a lawyer, who is not an expert ip 


insanity, prejudging the case of a prisoner,’ 


and then sending for experts, looks involuntarily 
to the selection of such experts as will meet his 
view. And as there are in our profession men 
who are weak and bad, you may get such men to 
sell their opinions in cases where the United States 
Treasury is behind them. 

Q.—That isnot the question I ask you, whether 
you believe that the gentlemen subpoenaed on this 
pele as medical experts are going to perjure them- 
selves? 

Tne Court—We have not got to that point. 

The District Attorney—This gentleman appears 
here as an ‘involuntary’? witness under an ex- 
traordinary process of the court: which did not 
reach him until he got here. There is no process 
of the eourt, however, which could have compelled 
him to examine the prisoner or do anything but 
make a cursory statement. Long before this trial 
began this witness had been writing about the 
character of the trial, not only criticising the law 
officer, but throwing his filth on the medical pro- 
fession of the country. j: 

The Court—I have not heard anything emanating 
from this witness reflecting on the medical gentle- 
men summoned for the prosecution. 

The Prisoner—He is one of the most scientific 
menin America. Hetellsthe truth. That is what 
he is here for. (To the District Attorney)~If your 
head was not so thick you would have seen it be- 
fore this. There is no money in this case for him. 
(To Mr. Scoville)—Keep quiet. 

The District Attorney read a paragraph from the 
article in question calling attention to the spectacle 
ofa prosecuting attorney graduating into an ex- 
pert on insanity, and then sending for experts fay- 
voring that view, and stating that only such experts 
had been summoned in this case as would pro- 
nounce Guiteau sane. 

The Witness—That is not a part of the article 
which I have recognized as being written by me. 
If you ask me my opinion, however, I will give it. 

Q.—Did you inspire that? A.—It certainly 
originated with me, but not with the intention of 
being published. > 

The Prisoner—The witness meant no reflection 
onthese honorable gentlemen, but he knew that 
Corkhill was a seoundrel and capable of doing any 
dirty thing. He was only striking at him on general 
principles. 

The Witness—It has been a great surprise to me 
to find articles not signed by me recognized as 
being mine. I have only madethe assertion that 
in my opinion the expert who, from that point of 
view, would declare this man sane, is either not an 
expert or is not an honest one. That is my opinion. 

The Prisoner—The witness is vindicated by the 
court and by the people. Let him go. He is a 
splendid fellow. He has come here without money, 
and that is what I want. These other gentlemen 
may be just as able and as honest, I do not want 
any trickery in this business, and I will not have it. 
I want square dealing all around. 

DR. FORDYCE BARKER’S VIEWS ON INSANITY. 

Dr. Fordyce Barker, physician and surgeon of 
New-York, was next called as an expert witness 
on behalf of the prosecution. He was ex- 
amined by Mr. Porter. He _ stated his pro- 

fessional experience, and that he has carefully 
investigated and studied the subject of 
insanity. He defined insgnity to be a disease char- 
acterized by an alteration of the mental faculties 
and a perversion of the normal actions of 
the individual. In cases of insanity, either 
change of substance (and that wrought 
by disease) or a change in the healthy performance 
and functions and duties that belong to some part 


of the body is always found; either one or both. 

Q.—Is insanity a hereditary disease? A.—There is 
no such disease known to medical seience as 
hereditary insanity. There can be no hereditary 
insanity. There is, undoubtedly, a hereditary 
tendency to insanity. That is, men are 
born with a temperament or nervous organ- 
ization which renders them more liable to become 
insane under the influence of aspecific cause, less 
than would produce insanity in other persons. 

Q.—Does the fact that a grandfather or grand- 
mother has been insane prove a descendant to be 
more liable to insanity? A.—It Goes not. A grand- 
mother or grandfather may have become (from ac- 
cidental causes) insane subsequent to the birth of 
a child, and the child or his descendants would not 
be liable to inherit the tendency to insanity. 

Q.—Can a man inherit a tendency to insanity 
from brothers or sisters, or aunts or cousins? A.— 
He cannot. 

#iQ.—Are delusions constant elements of insanity? 
A.—They are not; many insane people have no de- 
lusions, and many sane people have them. | 

Q.—What is moral insanity? A.—Moral insanity 
is wickedness. Itisaterm not found in medical 
science as involving a form of insanity. It isa 
term loosely used to excuse or palliate conduct 
which is, on any other theory, indefensible. 

Q.—Is_the habit of boasting of intimacy with 
persons holding high positions and possessing in- 
fluence and power (where tkere is no such inti- 
macy) proof of an insane delusion? A.—lIt is not, 
because it is not the result of disease, and insanity 
isa disease. It is the result of vanity and self- 
conceit’ and love of notoriety, and these are vices 
and not diseases. 

Q.—In your judgment as a scientist, would a 
man’s assertion that he was a chosen instrument 
of God and was in direct and immediate commu- 
nication with Him as a trusted agent be evi- 
dence of an insane delusion? A.—It would 
not, for several reasons, It might be 
asserted as an excuse forcrime. Where it exists 
as one of the symptoms of insanity it is susceptible 
of proof. If the act were inconsistent and con- 
trary to the previous habits and normal character 
of the individual, it would be a strong presumptive 
evidence of insanity, For example,if aman who 
has always been a hard-working, industrious 
man, of correct habits, moral, affectionate, 
fond of his wife and children, should cut 
the throat of his child and give as 
reason that he was directed by the voice of God, 
that would be almost a sure proof of in- 
sanity; whereas, where a man had been always 
atyrant to his wife and children, utterly reckless 
in his conduct of bad impulses, regardless of the 
laws of God and man, such an excuse would not be 
adefense and would not be any evidence of de- 
lusion, 

The Prisoner—That suits my caso exactly, 
Doctor. I have been always 4 Christian man. 

Q.—Is uncontrollable impulse a form of insanity? 
A.—Uncontrollable impulse in and of and by itself 
does not constitute a. form of insanity known to 
science. It is asymptom which may be present 
and may be absent in the insane. 

Q.—Assuming it to be in proof that a person 
charged with crime and claiming to havea delu- 
sion has in repeated instances controlled himself 
and voluntarily refrained from the act on which 
he proses to have a command from God, 
would you call that evidence of uncontrollable 
impulse? A.—It would show that the individual 
has not lost his power of will or his self-control un- 
der the influence of his delusion. 

If it be assumed that in repeated instances the 
party thus accused avowed that he had personal 
motives for his act, would that, in your judgment 
as a scientist, show that the act was or was not 

Messe 
committed under the influence of uncontrollable 
impulse ? 

The Prisoner—Allow me to suggest the word 
“ pressure” as a better wordthan impulse. There 
was an irresistible pressure, grinding, grinding, 
grinding, and pressing upon me for four weeks to 
remove the President of the United States. That 
pressure never left me for one moment. With that 
statement I would like to have the Doctor’s opinion. 

The Witness—I should say it was a proof he was 
not, When persons are acting under an in- 
sane delusion they have a steadfast, unfiinch- 
{ng, unyielding, abiding faith in that de- 
lusion, That faith governs and controls their act. 
and they are not influenced, either for or against 
the performance of the act, by mental process. If 
one is so governed it shows that the delusion does 
not control the will. 

The Prisoner—The Doctor is answering a ques- 
tion on a false basis. 

Q.—What ia the import of the medical term 
“border li f i ity?” A.—TI h “ bor- 

or er line of insanity . 1é@ phrase or 
der line of insanity,” when used by medical men 
as applied to a particular case, is simply the indica- 
tion of athreatening case of disease which may 
develop into insanity. 

Q.—Does the word “ crank,”’ as used in common 
eepeoey embrace the same idea? A.—That word 

as been used only recently and has not yet found 
a place in scientific nomenclature. 

Q.—Are eccentricities evidence of insanity? A, 
—Eccentricities are exhibitions of character in 
language, dress, modes of expression, or conduct 
different from the ordinary standard of the world, 
and are usually the result. of vanity or self-love. 

Q.—Have you made a personal examination of 
the accused for the purpose of determining wheth- 
er he is sane or insane? A,—I have not. 

Q.—Why have younot? A.—In the first place, 
because I was not asked, and in the second place, 
because I had no personal desire to do it. 


CROSS-QUESTIONED BY VARIOUS PERSONS, 

On cross-examination, the witness stated that 
he had delivered frequent lectures in the Belle- 
vue Medical College and in the New-York 
Medical College on certain forms of insanity, 
He had never lectured on the general subject of 
insanity. He was largely engaged in connection 
with obstetric business, but more than half his 
time was consumed in consultations in regard to 
aliforms of medical disease, exclusive of surgery. 
He admitted having had a long interview last Sun- 
day with Mr. Porterand with Mr. Clarence Sew- 


ard, in which this whole case was discussed pretty 
fully, and in which some of the questions that 
were asked him to-day had been read over to him. 
He had not, however, given hia answers, 

Q.—Suppose that a mother carrying a child un- 
born is attacked with aeute disease which affects 
her head severély (neuralgic pains of the head or 
brain fever) to such an extent that her head 
had to be shaved, and that she was, under 
the old practice in vogne 40 years ago, 
bled, do you think that that condition of things 
would not naturally affect the child to be born? 
A.—It might, but not necessarily. I have known 
cases where it did not. 

Q.—What would be the probability of its doing 
so? A.—With certain diseases the probability 
would be strong, but in other diseases there would 
be no such probability. 

On further cross-examination the witness stated 
that within the last three years he has been called 
in consultation at least 15 times in cases of insanity 
in males, and he mentioned the names of Drs. 
Fisher and Packard as two of the physietabe with 
whom he was thus in consultation. 

Q.—Is it not true that there can be no insanity 


his | 
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unless the brain is diseased in some form? A.— 
There can be no insanity un!ess the aetion of the 
brain is disturbed. 

The Court—State to what class of subjects insane 
delusions genera!ly relate. 

The Witness—That depends upon the existing 
cause of the insanity. 

Tke Court—Do they always relate to something 
affecting the individual himself er his relations 
with other persons. 

The Witness—Insane delusions are false beliefs as 
to facts. Absurd and extravagant opinions are 
Zoverned by differences in the intellectual powers 
of different individuals. Some are buoyed up by 
extravagant hope and confident belief in success, 
while others are depressed and inclined to take a 
dark view of every question. 

‘The Court—Is an insane delusion ever the result 
of a process of reasoning ? 

The Witness—No. 

_ The Court—You have described a state of things 
in which a party has no delusion, and yet in which 
there is some perversion by which his will does not 
control his action, and you stated that that is not 
moralinsanity. State the difference between that 
and moral insanity, and between that and irresist- 
ible impulse, 

The Witness—Those cases that I spoke of, where 
there are no delusions, are perversions of the mor- 
als and instincts of the individual to such a degree 
as to produce conduct entirely different from that 
person’s ordinary conduct. 

The Court—What is the difference between that 
and moral insanity ? 

The Witness—I do not think there is any such 
thing as moral insanity. Ihave no faith in its ex- 
istence. Moral insanity is simply wickedness. 

The Court—Is there any difference between that 
case and the case of irresistible impulse? 

The Witness—Decidedly. 

The Court—W hat is the difference? 

The Witness—Irresistible impulse is where the 
functions and the emotions are perverted as to 
destroy the person’s power of acting otherwise. 
Uncontrollable impulse may éxist in a per- 
fectly sane person as the result of bad 
habits or passions. If a man who is in the habit of 
using tobacco or opium is not able to break off, 
that habit is an uncontrollable impulse. But that 
is not insanity, it is a vice. 

The Prisoner—Where a man does an apparently 
illegal act from an irresistible pressure, is that in- 
sanity or sanity, Doctor? 

The Witness—That fact shows insanity, 

The Prisoner—That is my case, Sir. [Laughter.] 

By Mr. Scoville—Do you mean to say that in 
cases actually recognized as insane the disease of 
the mind may not operate or show itself in a per- 
version of the moral perseptions? A.—I did not 
say that. What I did say was that there may be a 
perversion of the emotions and instincts without a 
perversion of the intellect and without delusion. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that, as a phase of weer 
the moral sense is frequently perverted? A.—Oh, 


yes. 

Q.—Is it not a fact that frequently in insane 
asylums there are patients who are exceedingly 
ugly and apparently depraved, and that that ugli- 
ness and depravity are the result of mental disease ? 
A.—Yes, but in these cases it is not wickedness, be- 
cause the patient is not responsible. . 

Q.—Is it not a fact that in some patients there Is 
very great wickedness? A.—Yes. Insane people 
may be very wicked and are responsible for such 
wickedness as they can restrain themselves from 
doing. If they can find a motive for doing or not 
doing anact of wickedness it shows that their in- 
sanity has not destroyed their power of will. 

Mrs. Scoville here for the first time ventured to 
take part in the examination of a witness, against 
the earnest protest of the prisoner, who told her to 
mind her own business. She said to the witness: 
‘** Doctor, ean a person be born insane from mal- 
formation of the brain?” 

The Witness—That produces idiocy and imbe- 
cility, not insanity. 

Mrs. Scoville—Can it develop into insanity? 

The Witness—A person with a malconstructed 
brain may be more liable to insanity. 

Mrs. Scoville—That is what I wanted to know; I 
am much obliged. 


MORE OF GUITEAU’S OLD FRIENDS. 

After recess L. 8S. Goble, of Newark, N. J., was 
called. He stated that he was the agent of a 
life insurance company, and related how the 
prisoner came to him with some applications, 
(which were not accepted,) and, in the 
course of two or three interviews borrowed vari- 
ous sums of money amountingin all to $25. The 
prisoner stated to him at that time that he was 
about to marry a wealthy lady, and that he was to 
have the Austrian mission. 

In the course of the cross-examination the wit- 


ness said that he had given him the last loan of $10 
because the prisoner hada look of desperation 
which impressed him very much. 

The next witness was William P. Copeland, a 
Washington journalist, who picked out the news- 
paper scraps that were found on the prisoner and 
indicated the various papers from which they were 
cut, several of them being from the Brooklyn 
eagle. 

The next witness was H. T. Ketcham, of Brook- 
lyn, an attorney and counselor at law, who had 
been law clerk to Mr. Hawes at the time the pris- 
oner had a desk in the office. He testified 
that he had _ several conversations with 
the prisoner, and particularly in reference 
to a patent which the prisoner said 
he had for the use of rouge by jewelers. The wit- 
ness’s father, who is a jeweler, told him when he 
mentioned the matter that there might as well be a 
patent for the application of bread to butter. The 
witness had occasionally lent him small sums of 
money, — : 

The Prisoner—I beg leave to differ with you; 
you never gave me acent in your life. You were 
a poor clerk ina law office, perhaps getting $5 or 
$10 a week. 

The witness went on to relate anincident in re- 
gard to the prisoner obtaining $5 froma Mr. Mc- 
Kellar by false pretenses, the prisoner denying that 
there was any truth in the statement. 

In reply toa question as to whether he had ob- 
served anything in the prisoner indicating unsound- 
ness of mind, the witness replied: ‘‘ Nothing at 
all. He impressed me asa man capable of con- 
versing on ordinary subieets without oxpreaming 
any extreme or violent or absurd views.”’ He dic 
not, however, regard him as a man having any fair 
good sense. ; 

The Prisoner, (contemptuously)—I did not con- 
sider you a suitable! man for me to associate with. 
He was nothing but a clerk in the office, while I was 
supposed to be a high-toned lawyer. ° 

By Mr. Scoville—Q.—What led you to conclude 
that the prisoner was a person of little sense? A.— 
That was the general impression I received from 
hearing him. 

The Prisoner, (angrily to Mr. Scoville)—If you 
were only smart enough you would see%@that all 
this talk has no relevancy to this case. You are 
getting cranked on this business yourself, They 
will have you up for trial yet. You are getting 
worse than Corkhill. [Laughter.] 

The next witness was Henry Wood. As soon as 
he came to the witness stand the prisoner ex- 
claimed: **That is the man who knew my wife 
before I did.’’ The witness testified that he 
is a resident of Philadelphia and railway manager. 
He first met the prisoner in 1872. The prisoner 
called at his house at that time to thank his family 
for some friendliness they had shown to 
his wife. He had subsequently seen him 
several times in connection with his divorce 
proecedings. The last time he saw him was when 
the prisoner attempted to deliver a lecture in the 
Presbyterian church in Philadelphia on the 
second coming of Christ. The prisoner spoke for 
about 15 0r 20 minutes and then stopped, saying 
that his book would soon be out,-and that ge 


body could then see what he thought on the su 


ject. He then passed around his bat for acol- 
ection, 

The Prisoner—I got 50 cents, and 25 cents of It 
came from the witness, [Laughter.] 

To a question whether the witness had seen any- 
thing in the prisoner to indicate unsoundness of 
mind, the witness replied: ‘‘I did not; quite the 
contrary. He always appeared to meas aman of 
more than ordinary intelligence, but wholly want- 
ingin principle.” : ‘ 

On cross-examination the witness said that he 
had not known the prisoner’s wife before her mar- 
riage. 

The,next witness was Simon D. Phelps, a broker, 
of New-York. He testified that he had practiced 
law in Chicago, where he was a member of the 
firm of Reynolds & Phelps. The prisoner had 
engaged that firm to bring a suit against the Oneida 
Community for $4,000 or $5,000 which the prisoner 
claimed te have deposited with the Community. 
After some time he found that the prisoner had 
lied,tand he told him so, : 

The Prisoner—Phelps is the man whois lying. I 
talked with Mr. Reynolds about my suit with 
the Oneida Community, but I never talked 
with Phelps. He used to be a _ lawyer, 
but he is now a. curbstone. broker’ in 
New-York. He hangs around the Equitable Life 
Insurance Building. Heis like English and Snaw 
and all that kind of folks. They are dead-beats 
and perjurers. 

‘(he witness went on to state that he also met the 
prisoner in Chicago in 1875, when the witness was 
managing editor of the Jnter- Ocean. 

‘* Yes,” the prisoner broke in, ‘‘that was when 
the Jnter- Ocean was played out, and that was how 
Phelps got the job.” 

The witness stated that the prisoner came to the 
office, having some sort of scheme in his head 
for ae the New-York Herald and 
the Chicago J/nter-Ccean simultaneously. Wit- 
ness told him about the ‘Associated Press 
arrangements, from which all the valuable news 
were obtained. The prisoner had not known any- 
thing aboutit, and then he gaveup the idea. Subse- 
quently the prisoner Wye rae to purchase the /néer- 
Ocean, and showed the witness a long list of names 
of men who had subscribed to make the purchase, 
The prisoner knew much more about the stockhold- 
ers of the paper than the witness did. 

The Prisoner—You were only a sub, and a very 
small one at tbat. [Laughter.} 

The Witness—He wanted that I should accept the 
Te of editor-in-chief on the paper to be estab- 

ished under these new auspices, and he showed 

me the introductory editorial that was to appear in 
the first issue. He brought in a number of artieles 
to have published, and I think that one of them 
ashe long labor and immense revision) was pub- 
ished. 

The Prisoner—You thought it was a splendid 
work ofart. It was acolumn article on the sub- 
ject of suicide. I wrote it off-hand, and you thought 
it was very finely doze. 

The witness went onto relate other interviews 
with the prisoner in Chicago, Boston, and New- 
York, and said that he never noticed anything 
about him that led him to believe that the prisoner 
was of unsound mind, or that he did not know 
whet he was about all the time. He knewit very 
well. 

On cross-examination he was asked whether the 
prisoner was a man of ordinary prudence and judg- 
ment. His reply was, ‘‘ Of extraordinary praderce 
and judgment of the Colonel Sellers stripe.”’ 

Mr. Scoville—Explain yourself. 

The Witness—Col. Sellers is the type of acharacter 
who has more or less egotism, and who is constant- 
ly getting up schemes that are to make great for- 
tunes for himself and friends; a genial, good-na- 
tured fellow, differing, however, from this man, 
who. instead of being genial and good-azatured. has 


the bee unbounded selfish disposition that I have 
ever met, 

The Prisoner, (contemptuously)—That is the best 
you can doisit? That indicates your brain. 

‘The witness further stated on cross-examination 
that he had expressed the opinion that the prisoner 
ought to be hanged. : 

Without concluding the cross-examination, the 
court, at 3 o’clock, adjourned. 
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THE MAYOR'S NOMINATIONS.

FOUR COMMISSIONERS CONFIRMED BY THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


The Board of Aldermen went a step furthor 
than had been expected at their meeting yesterday 
and confirmed all of the Mayor’s nominations be- 
fore them. These were William M. Olliffe, to suc- 
ceed himself as Park Commissioner; Henry H, 
Porter, to succeed Townsend Coxas Commissioner 
of Charities and Correction; Edward C. Donnelly, 


to sueceed John N. Wayward as Commissioner of 
Taxes and Assessments, and Dr, Woolsey Johnson, 
to succeed Edward G. Janeway as Health Commis- 
sioner. At the close of business hours on Monday 
it was generally believed, as stated in THe Tims 
yesterday, that Messrs. Olliffe, Porter, and 
Johnson would be confirmed, but Mr. Don- 
nelly’s chances were considered doubtful. 
Before the Aldermen met yesterday, how- 
ever, it was understood that Mr. Donnelly 
would go through with the rest, and a clean sweep 
would be made of the nominations which have 
lain on the Aldermanic table for many months. 
This arrangement was the result, it was asserted, 
of a conference of several ours’ duration held the 
previous evening in Mayor Grace’s home between 
the Mayor and certain well-known local political 
leaders. There was a crowd in the Aldermanic 
Chamber when President Keenan rapped for or- 
der, but the spectators had to wait for an hour 
whilé routine business was transacted. Finaliy, 
the President announced the order of unfinished 
business, and Alderman Strack moved to take 
from the table the nomination of William M. 
Olliffe for Park Commissioner, Alderman Saver 
moved to table Alderman Strack’s motion, 
and demanded the yeas and nays on his motion. 
Without discussion the roll-call was ordered, and 
by a vote of 9 to 12the motion to table was killed. 
Then the roll-call was asked foron the motion to 
take the nomination from the table, and it was car- 
ried by a vote of 17 to 4, the negative votes coming 
from Aldermen P. Kenney, Kirk, Sauer, and Slevin, 
(Tammany.) During the call Alderman McClave 
(Republican) explained his vote by saying that Mr. 
Olliffo was well qualified to fill the position of Park 
Commissioner. The nomination having thus been 
taken up, Alderman Strack moved that Mr. Olliffe 
be confirmed. Without any speech-making the mo- 
om was put to vote and carried by 17 to 4, as fol- 
ows: 

Affirmative.—Messrs. Keenan, Autenreith, Cavanagh, 
McAvoy, Murphy, Power, Reynolds, Sheils. Strack, 
County Democrats,) Finck, Hawes, Hilliard, McClave, 

erley, Seaman, Waite, Wells, (Republicans)—17. 

Negative.—Messrs. P. Kenny, Kirk, Sauer, Slevin, 
(Tammany)—4. 


Alderman B. Kenney (County Demoerat) was the 
only absentee, and hecame in in time to take part 
in the reat of the board’s proceedings. 

As soon as the President announced Mr, Olliffe's 
confirmation, Alderman Murphy moved to take 
from the table the nomination of Henry H. Porter 
for Commissioner of Charities and Correction. By 
a vote of 15to7 this was agreed to, Alderman Mc- 
Clave taking occasion to say that as the office be- 
longed to the Democrats, and as Mr. Porter was a 
man of “pure and spotless integrity,” he would 
vote for him. The motion to cenfirm Mr. Porter, 
made by Alderman Murphy, was adopted bya vote 
of 16 to 6, as follows: 

Affirmative.—Messrs. Autenreith, McAvoy, Murphy, 
Shells, Strack, (County Democrats,) Finck, Hawes, 
Hilliard, McClave, Perley, Waite, Weils, (Republi- 
cans,) P. Kenney, Kirk, Sauer, Slevin, (Tammany)—16. 

Negative,—Messrs. Keenan, Cavanagh, B. Kenney, 
Power, Reynolds, (County Democrats,) Seaman, (Re- 
publican)—6. 

Alderman Slevin proposed to take up the nomi- 
nation of Edward C. Donnelly for Tax Commis- 
sioner, and this was agreed to without ealling the 
roll. Then the Alderman moved Mr. Donnelly’s 
confirmation, and every Alderman voted in the 
affirmative, Alderman Cavanagh changing a nega- 
tive yote in order, as he said, *‘ not to be lonely.”’ 

Dr. Woolsey Johnson, for Health Commissioner, 
was the only name left for consideration, and Al- 
derman Autenreith moved thatit be taken from 
the table. Alderman Kirk moved to lay Mr. Auten- 
reith’s motion on the table, Only four votes were 
reeorded against consideration, and the roil was 
called on the motion to confirm Dr. Johnson. The 
vote was as follows:

The President had barely announced the fact 
that Dr. Johnson was confirmed, when Alderman 
McClave asked consent to call up a general order, 
and in two minutes the board was transacting 
ordinary routine business as quietly as it nomi- 
nations to office had never been heard of. 

Sketches of the men confirmed yesterday have 
already been given in Tar Trmes, William M. 
Olliffe has been in the Park Board since Jan. 1. 
Henry H. Porter was nominated for Commissioner 
ot Public Charities and Correction May 10. Heisa 
native of Vermont, and hasspent most of his life 
in the insurance business. He is an ex-Jefferson 
Market Court-house Commissioner. Edward C. Don- 
nelly was named by Mayor Grace for Tax Commis- 
sioner May 24, andisa native New-Yorker. Although 
admitted to the Bar in 1849 he engaged in the dry 
goods business, from which he retired with a for- 
tune in 1865. He is a member of the Foard of Edu- 
cation and of the State Board of Cnuarities. Dr. 
Johnson is a well-known practicing physician of 
this City. All of those confirmed yesterday are 
Democrats. Mr. Porter appeared before Mayor 
Grace in the afternoon and was sworn in as Com- 


missioner of Charities and Correction.

have only paid $100,000 and no more on the stoc 

to the Manhattan Company. They also deny 
the allegation that no money or value was 
given by the defendants for the bonds 
of $6,500,000 issued by the Manhattan Company. 
The Manhattan Company, the defense asserts, had 
power to increase its capital stock. The two bonds 
of $6,500,000 each issued tothe two railway com- 
panies by the Manhattan Company were issued ac- 
cording to law as the price of the leases, and were 
issued in good faith and for a valuable considera- 
tion, The defendant denies that itis indebted to 
the Manhattan Company for 65,000 shares of its 
stock or for any sum of money whatever, At 
the time of making the leases to the Manhattan 
Company the fair value of the leases was $13,000,- 
000. The stock of the New-York Company was then 
selling at about 200 percent., with a prospect of 
going still higher, and if the leases had been sold at 
public auction they would have brought that sum. 
‘The whole capital stock of the Manhattan Company 


was subscribed for in good faith and in conformity 


with law, and the whole of it was paid for in ¢ash— 
that isto say, that instead of going through the 
idle ceremony of paying the bonds and then paying 
back the same amount for stock, the two bonds of 
the said company, each for $6,500,000, were received 
in payment for the stock tothe extent of $12,900,- 
000, and the balance of said bonds, $100,000, was 
paid to the Trustees in cash by the Manhattan 
Company. The answer for final and further de- 
fense sets up the judgment in the people’s suit 
against the Manhattan Company, the discharge of 
the claim therein set forth; that accord and satis- 
faction have been had between the three com- 
panies, and that the court has no jurisdiction of 
the matter involved in this complaint.

OPPOSED TO A NEW BANKRUPT LAW. 
The meeting yesterday at the Butter, Cheese, 


and Egg Exchange to discuss the advisability of 
passing a national bankrupt law was not Jargely 


attended. The resolution asking for such alaw 
which had been presented at the previous meetin 
was taken up and further discussed with muc 
warmth, but on being put to the vote the 
resolution was lost by a vote of 15to6. Mr. J. H. 
Seymour then offered resolutions, which were 
passed by avote of 12to2 They set forth the 
opposition of the members to the proposed national 
bankrupt law for several reasons. It would, the 
resolutions say, greatly disturb the confidence 
that now exists among merchants extending 
liberal credit, and check to a very great 
degree the present prosperity of the country by 
creating a distrust, through unfavorable recollec- 
tions of the former bankrupt law. It is well 
known, the resolutions continued, that the request 
for a bankrupt law comes mainly from those who 
are asking liberal credits in this country and selling 
to foreign markets, from nearly every man who 
availed himself of the benefits of the former law, 
and from another class who are adventurers and 
speculators, who seldom give, but are always ask- 
ing, credit, and are ready to take the benefit of 
any law that will wipe out their indebtedness with- 
out payment. Business men of the United States 
are thoroughly united in the opinion that there is 
already too much legislation for the prosperity of 
the mercantile community. It was decided to send 
acopy of the resolutions to the Senate committee 
having this matter incbarge, with the request that 
no; bankrupt law be enacted until the necessi- 
ties of the case require it and the mercantile in- 
terests of the country are more united upon the 
subject.

THE SUM FIXED FOR THE PARK 
DEPARTMENT. 

THE COUNCIL OF POLITICAL REFORM DE- 
MAND A CONSIDERABLE REDUCTION IN 
THE AMOUNT—AN ANALYSIS OF THEIR 
REPORT. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
began yesterday the final consideration of the de- 
partmental estimates for 1882, Asa general invi- 
tation had been extended to tax-payers to be pres- 
ent and advocate any changes in appropriations 
which they thought would be for the benefit of the 
City, a large number of business men attended 
yesterday, particularly from the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards. Afterthe board had come 
to order, Alderman Wells stated that Gustav 
Schwab, Gen. Sigel, L. G. Morris, J. M. Beek, J. F. 
Levy, Assemblymen Niles and Breen, F. 8. White, 
William Ebeling, A. G. Huepfcl, and other property- 
owners were present from the annexed district, 
and would like to be heard. Messrs, Wells, Schwab, 
Morris, Levy, and Niles then spoke briefly, all say- 
ing they wanted the board to appropriate at least 
as much money for the maintenance of roads, 
bridges, &c., in the annexed district as had been 
asked for by the Park Commissioners. The roads 
and bridges in the district were described as in the 
last stages of decay, and it was declared that most 
liberal appropriations were needed to put them in 
a decent condition. 

Senator-clect Joseph Koch asked the board to 
make an appropriation for two new school-houses 
in the Nineteenth Ward, and Controller Campbell 
said he thought the location of schools ought to be 
left to the Boara of Education. Then William H. 


Webb addressed the board on behalf of the Coun- 
cil of Political Reform, of which he is President, 
advocating a sweeping reduction of the amounts 
called for by the various City departments. Mr. 
Webb laid before the board a pamphlet containing 
some of the views of the Council. The Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment has relied chiefly, the 
= says, on the estimates of the heada of 

epartments for information upon which to 
make appropriations, while the heads of depart- 
ments rely on their subordinates. This source of in- 
formation is not, the Council think, a sufficient 
warrant for the enormous sums a forced from 
the tax-payers for the support of the City Govern- 
ment. For iack of time to go through the estimates 
of all the City departments, the Council selected 
those of the Park Department as a type, to a large 
extent, of the others, and made a review of the vari- 
ous amounts asked for. Concerning the salaries of 
the department, the Council holds that no service 
is required, or has been rendered for several years, 
to call for the appropriation of $35,000 asked for for 
salaries. 

The Council says: 

“Tne whole of the administrative, scientific, and 
clerical duties of this department, now that the con- 
struction of the parks has been completed, is to keep 
in order about 1,000 acres of perxs, 100 miles of roads 
and streets in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, the bridges over Harlem and Bronx Rivers, 
the care of the museums, zoological department, me- 
teorological observatory, and the Police, and to keep 
the records of the same, the whole expenditure for 
which in 1877 was $316,000. This is the whole busi- 
ness of this department. The regular amount of sala- 
ries ge last year ror this service, and which is asked 
for the next year with a very large increase, is for 
The central office sees $24,600

Permanent foremen and skilled mechanics re-

“The aggregate amount of compensation for the la- 
borers of the department receiving less than $2 per da: 
is $102,000, which is above the market priee for suc 
labor. We cannot conceive of any justification for 
such an amount of salaries for such an amount and 
kind of business, or such a disproportion between 
salaries and labor.” 


For the maintenance of the Central and City 
Parks, exclusive of their streets and waiks, the 
department asks for $275,000 under the head of 
* Jabor, maintenance, and —— Concernin 
this, the Council says that of the 25 parks of all 
classes other than Central Park, 15 require little or 
no attention, and $2,000 a year will do all for 
them that is now done. Private grounds cost 
about $75 per acre to maintain, and no 
good reason oan be assigned why City parks 
should cost more, but, adding 33 per cent. for the 
extra‘cost ef doing public business, the Council 
allow $3,900 for this item. On the same principle 
of calculation $85,000 is allowed for Central Park. 
Add to this $3,000 for providing skating, C00 
for attendance on the Park buildings, $8,000 
for repairing wood-work and masonry, $2,000 
for blacksmiths, $4,000 for the meteorologieal 
observatory, and $54,500 for cost of sup- 
plies and incidental expenses, and the total is 
made out at $116,400, instead of $275,000. Tho 
Council think $9,200 should be appropriated for 
Central Park walks instead of $30,000, and $1,600 
for walks of City parks instead of $20,000. Re- 
garding the Park Police, the Council advocate an 
appropriation of $75,000 instead of $150,000, to 
be brought about by a reduction in the 
salaries of gate-keepers from $730 to $600, and of 
patrolmen from $876 to $750. For maintaining the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards $388,000 is 
recommended, instead of the $80,000 asked for, and 
$1,000 imstead of $5,000 for bronx River bridges. 
As for the $32,000 asked to pay for maps of the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, the Coun- 
cil claim that no appropriation should be made 
for this purpose until a thorough inquiry 
be made into the actual cost, condition, and 
progress of the surveys already made. The Coun- 
cil recommend that $85,000 be appropriated for the 
maintenance of the zoological department, and 
$50,000 forthe ereetion of suitable buildings for 
the department. For Riverside Park and 
avenue the Park Commissioners ask for 
$50,000. ‘The Council think it can _ be_prop- 
erly maintained out of the $3,900 allowed 
for City parks. The Council disapproves 
the item of $35,000 for Manhattan-square, on the 
ground that it can be filled in without cost to the 
City. Various reductions are recommended in 
miscellaneous appropriations, with the final result 
of an aggregate of $367,200 as a large enough sum 
for the Park Department, which asked for $1,285, 
500 and was allowed $728,000 in the provisional es- 
timates, The following table isa recapitulation of 
the changes and reductions advocated by the 
Council of Political Reform:

After listening to Mr. Webb the board postponed 
further consideration of the estimates until to-day, 
and then authorized Controller Campbell to issue 
$100,000 of assessment bonds. It was decided to

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THE MURDER OF C. P. MILLER. 

The Grand Jury yesterday presented an in- 
dictment for murder in the first degree against 
William Tracey, who shot and killed Charles P. 
Miller in Dick Darling’s saloon on Broadway. 
Tracey, who had been at liberty on $10,000 bail, 
appeared in the General Sessions Court and pleaded 


not guilty to the indictment. His counsel moved 
that he be released on the same amount of bail 
in which he had up to that time been held. As- 
sistant District Attorney Phelps opposed the mo- 
tion, contending that a man who was under in- 
dictment for the highest grade of murder should 
not be released on bail. Judge Gildersleeve denied 
the motion, and ordered that Tracey be committed 
to the Tombs. Counsel for the prisoner then asked 
that Tracey be put ontrialatonce. After acon- 
sultation betweencounsel on both sides Judge 
Gildersleove set the case down for the 27th inst.

A CONTESTED CORONERSHIP. 

The Westchester County Board of Super- 
visors were served yesterday with a peremptory 
mandamus, issued by Justice J. O. Dykman on the 
petition of Thomas O. Areher, of Yonkers, late 
Democratic candidate for election to the office of 


Coroner. The mandamus is based on an opinion 
rendered by the Justice last Saturday, and com- 
mands the Board of County Canvassers to recon- 
vene and deciare Mr. Archer elected, and issue to 
him the certificate of election on the following 
rounds. Both Dr. Charles J. Nordquist, Repub- 
ican, the present ineumbent, and Thomas 0. 
Archer, Democrat, received 8,047 votes at the re- 
cent election, making them atie. But there were, 
in addition, 7 ballots east for ‘'O. J. Nordquist’ 
and 2 for “Chas. J. Mordquist,” and 5, it is 
claimed, for Thomas O. Archer, all of which were 
termed irregular, those for Mr. Archer ha a 
blur on them, apparendy from a quad in the line 
of the caption. When the Board ef County Can- 


yassers met and canvassed the vote they declared 
in favor of allowing the 9 defective votes for Dr. 
Nordquist, but did not allow Mr. r’s 5. 
This action elected Dr. Nordquist by 9 majority. 
Hence these proceedings by Mr. Archer. The 
board wil! reassemblejon Thursday morning, when 
it 1s understood there will be a lively contest, and, 
in the meantime,a stay of proceedings will in 
all probability be gotten out in regard to the man- 
damus. he Canvaasers say,that the 5 ballots above 
spoken of as irregular for Mr. Archer were already 
included In the 8,047 votes credited to him, and 
that the returns show it. If this be so, then the 
only effect the mandamus would have, were it 
obeyed, would be to take 9 from Dr. Nordquist, 
and thus leave the two candidates a tie as before. 
There is every prospect of an extended litigation 
over this contested election for Coroner.

NATIONAL THMPERANCE SOCIETY. 
Sedeeiiipeiiion 
A CONFERENCE AT ASSOCIATION HALL—SOME 
LIQUOR STATISTICS, 


A conference of the National Temperance 
Bociety, at which Mr. William E. Dodge presided, 
was held in Association Building, Twenty-third- 
street and Fourth-avenue, yesterday afternoon. 
The meeting was called to consider measures to 


secure prohibitory laws. Mr. Dodge said that Eng- 
land was considering this question, Its people an- 
nually spent $700,000,000 for liquor, and this, in 
turn, entailed the expenditure of as much more. 
Mr. A. M. Powell, the Secretary of the society, read 
a paper on ** The Relations of the National Govern- 
ment to the Liquor Traffie,””’ and said the citi- 
zen was an important faetor of the great prob- 
lem. But for his sanction permitting the traftic 
to be carried on, the liquor manufacturer 
and seller would everywhere, as in Maine 
and Kansas at present, be an outlaw. To 
show the immensity of the traffic, Mr. Powell 
presented some statistics. For the fiscal year 1880 
the revenue from liquors to the Government 
amounted to $61,185,508 72, an increase over the 
previous year of $8,615,224 10. On April 30, 1881, 
there were 4,661 oe distilleries in the United 
States, which during the year had produced 650,- 
674,178 gallons of proof spirits. The revenue for 
the year footed up $67,153,974, an increase of 
$5,968,466 over 1880. In the fiseal year 1880 there were 
made 12,829,802 gallons of fermented liauors, and in 
1881, 18,724,100 gallons. The beer produot for 1880 
was 13,347,100 barrels, equal to 413,760,400 gallons, 
and for 1881, 14,811,028 barrels, equal to 448,641,868 
gallons. The amount of grain consumed by dis- 
tilleries in 1880 was 24,006,859 bushels, and by brew- 
eries about 28,300,000. There were 1,681,870 acres of 
land devoted to growing barley and hops, and at 
the rate of 80 bushels to the acre, if sown to 
wheat, this land would have produced 650,- 
456,100 bushels—i bushel to every man, 
woman, and child in the Union. In 1880 there were 
4,065 wholesale and 166,891 retail dealers in distilled 
liquors, and 2,065 wholesale and 8,952 retail dealers 
in fermented liquors, Allowing 1,000 men to a 
regiment, these dealers would make an army of 
18i regiments fighting in the liquor cause. The 
revenue for the fiscal year 1881, closing 
April 30, was, frem liquors, $67,153,675; 
beer, $13,720,241, and foreign importations, 
$6,469,643, making a erand total of $87,823,859. The 
amount expended by Hquor consumers was $715,- 
000,000. In the last report of the Revenue Depart- 
ment it was stated that 4,061 illicit distilleries have 
been_ broken up, and 79,399 ‘* moonshiners” cap- 
tured, but in doing this work 26 officers were killed 
and 57 wounded. 

Dr. Willard Parker said that for every 14 cents 
received for revenue $1 was expended to meet the 
consequences of the liquor traffic. The average 
life of a drunkard was 35 years and 6 months, and 
of an abstemious man over 64 years. <A blight was 
put upon the children of drunkards, and four 
generations the family became extinct. Sixty per 
cent. of the taxation in France went to pay for the 
results of drunkenness. Tho Rev. G. K. Morris, of 
Trenton, N. J., presented two resolutions, which 
were adopted. One suggested the appointment of 
a national commission to investigate and prepare 
statistics of the liquor traffic, and the other asked 
Congress to enact laws prohibiting the mannfac- 
ture and salo of liquor.

GIVING AWAY FRANCHISES. 


ALDERMANIC JOBS PASSED OVER THE MAYOR’S 
VETO. 

Among the documents sent by Mayor Grace 
tothe Board of Aldermen yesterday was a veto of 
the resolution giving the consent of the local 
authorities to the proposed route of the elevated 
railway in the annexed district as laid out by the 
Elevated Railroad Commissioners. Soon after 
the resolution was adopted by the Aldermen it was 
learned that the Mayor was opposed to it because 
it did not provide for the payment of an adequate 
compensation to the City by the company holding 
the franchise to operate the road. Alderman 
Wells seeured a recall of the resolution in order to 
have it amended, which was done, but not in the 
Mayor's opinion so as to provide for a proper com- 
pensation. The Mayor says: 

“Asacondition precedent to the approval of the 
route as fixed by the Rapia Transit Commissioners, 
some provision should be made for payments to the 
City of a proper compensation orreturn for the fran- 
chise granted. In messages heretofore transmitted to 
your board I have had occasion to dwell upon the fact 


that no franchise should be granted without provision 
Icor compensation to the City. I Knowof no reason 


pif this case should be excepted from the operation 
of this most salutary principle.” 


Mayor Grace also sent in a veto of the resolution 
extending the time for payment of licenses by pub- 
lic cartmen to Dec. 31 next. 

Alderman Cavapagh called up the Mayor's veto 
of thefranchise given to the Mutual Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, permitting it to lay wires 
and apparatus under, over, through, or on the 
streets of the City for the paltry consideration of 
icent per foot of street used. The Alderman 
moved its adoption notwithstanding the 
Mayor’s veto. Alderman Hawes made a 
vigorous speech in opposition to the 
resolution, and stated that the company owned a 
controlling interest in all the other tele + ;com- 
panies in this City, was a big and damgerous mo- 
nopoly, and ought not to be given such a sweeping 
franchise for a merely nominal compensation, 
The Aiderman’s speech was useless, however, for 


the job went through the board with a rush. The 
yote on the scheme was as follows:

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, rainy, followed by 
clearing, weather, warm south-west veering to 
colder north-west winds, falling followed by 
rising barometer. 





The House committees have not yet been 
announced, but the floodgates of potential 
‘egislation have been opened, and bills 
mnough to last through the entire session 
have been introduced, though the call of 
States has only progressed as far as Mas- 
sachusetts. The new members are, as 
asual, foremost in distinguishing themselves 
by the introduction of bills, the document- 
room having apparently been ransacked to 
satisfy the longing for legislative paternity 
which distinguishes the new-fledged Con- 
gressman. It is satisfactory to find that a 
proposal like that of Mr. Murca, of 
Maine, to make United States notes lia- 
ole to State taxation so long as_ they 
sontinue to be redeemable in coin is now 
renerally regarded as the mere idiocy which 
itis. Even among the Greenbackers it is 
doubtful if such a bill could command a 
majority, the more rational members oF 
shat party having given up ‘‘fiat money”’ 
as Visionary and being disposed to address 
shemselves to the more practical issue of 
substituting Treasury notes for the paper 
currency of the national banks. Four years 
have witnessed wonderful strides toward 
financial sanity, even though in Congress 
and the press alike there are hopeless lu- 
natics still intent on making their ropes of 
sand. 


Reference was made in our Washington 
dispatches of yesterday to a reduction of 
over $13,000 a year in the cost of two 
star service routes in Colorado, and to-day 
she reasons for cutting off another $29,- 
366 from the pay of the contractor who 
nolds an important route between Califor- 
nia and Oregon are given in detail. These 
ire, briefly, that the service contracted and 
paid for has not been performed, though 
by the connivance of Postmasters its due 
performance has been certified to. The 
three extra trips a week for which the extra 
pay, now. curtailed, was granted have 
not been run since July, 1878, and some 
$90,000 has been drawn from the 
Treasury for work which has never been 
done. Now that the gross reduction on the 
star service amounts to about $1,800,000 per 
annum, is it not time to face the question of 
how much of the plunder of the last five 
years can be recovered from the gang of con- 
tractors and Government officials who have 
grown rich on the spoils of the mail 
service? There is too much disposition to 
magnify the difficulties of bringing these 
thieves to justice and too much hesitation 
about calling their operations by the right 
name. ‘The more the whole business is 
probed the more rotten is it proved to be, 
and no one who attempts to cover it up can 
escape the taint of sharing in the guilt of the 
conspirators, 


Mr. Ranpauu is promptly on hand with 
the refunding bill which he promised to in- 
troduce, and to which, with what authority 
we do not know, he pledged the united and 
obstinate support of the Democrats in Con- 
gress. The bill will be offered on Friday, 
It limits the reserve in the Treasury to 30 
ber cent. of the United. States notes and of 


current liabilities, the usual reserve being 
40 per cent. for the former and varying 
for the latter; the gold and _ silver 
certificates are excepted. Beyond this re- 
serve the revenues are to be paid out in the 
redemption of the ‘‘ Windom,”’ or ‘‘con- 
tinued,”’ bonds, Of these the sixes are to 
be entitled to sixty days’ notice and the 
fives to ninety days’ notice. Meanwhile, the 
Secretary of the Treasury is to be authorized 
to issue five-twenty 3 per cent. bonds for 
the redemption of the balance of the 
‘““Windoms,’? and these new _ bonds 
are to be exchangeable for four 
months from the passage of the bill 
for either class of the continued bonds. 
Such of the latter as are not exchanged are 
to be called on the terms above indicated, 
and redeemed by the proceeds of the sale of 
the five-twenties at not less than par and ac- 
crued interest. The banks are to be forbidden 
to have on deposit called bonds for security 
for their notes, and are to give ninety days’ 
notice of the withdrawal of bonds and the 
deposit of legal tenders to redeem their notes. 

It can hardly be expected that the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of the Sen- 
ate on woman suffrage will hasten the 
happy time when women will be given the 
ballot. Those timid souls who think they 
see in this newly proposed committee an in- 
vasion of man’s privilege as the only legal 
voter may as well be told that the seven 
Senators who are to compose the com- 
mittee will be ‘‘select,’? in the sense of 
being selected as scapegoats for the rest 
of the Senate. The charming women 
who annually besiege Congress with their 
memorials and petitions asking for female 
suffrage are pertinacious, persistent, and 
difficult of avoidance. At least, the Sena- 
tors say so; and it has, accordingly, been 
agreed that seven Senators shall constitute 
a select committee to which all matters per- 
taining to woman suffrage shall be referred. 
This may be a cowardly expedient, but it is 
a@ convenient one. Henceforth, all of the 
women suffragists may confine their atten- 
tions to seven Senators. 





The Council of Political Reform presented 
to the Board of Apportionment yesterday a 
forcible remonstrance against the estimates 
submitted by the Department of Parks. 
Apart from the merits of the detailed 
criticism of the items of the _ pro- 
posed appropriation, the Council hit the 
nail on the head when they declare that 
intelligent and right-minded citizens ‘‘ have 
not the confidence in the singleness of pur- 
pose of the majority of the present Park 
Commissioners to the public good to 
intrust them with any more of the 
public money than is absolutely need- 
ed to keep the parks from falling into great- 
er disorder and decay than they now are.”’ 
There is no public board in this City, the 
Aldermen not excepted, whose proceedings 
are better calculated to excite public con- 
tempt than those of the Park Commission- 
ers, and no body which could be legislated 
out of existence with a more nearly unani- 
mous verdict of public approval than the 
Park Board. The waste on salaries, judged 
by any intelligible standard of work 
performed, is shameful, and the talk about 
a reform of the pay-roll of the parks to 
which we were treated some months ago has 
proved to be as empty as most of the discus- 
sions of these Solons. If the Park Commis- 
sioners are allowed as little public money as 
the tax-payers think them fit to expend, 
they will have a more modest appropriation 
than even that suggested by the Council of 
Political Reform. 


HR. PENDLET ONS O1VIL SERVICE 
BILL. 

The speech of Senator PENDLETON in the 
Senate yesterday in support of the reform 
of the civil service was one of no small sig- 
nificance. It was a.very clear, earnest, and 
practical argument in favor of the measure 
originally introduced by him, and reported 
favorably by a special committee at the last 
regular session of the Senate, but it 
was chiefly remarkable for the entire 
absence fromit of anything like partisan- 
ship. It was addressed impartially to ail 
good citizens of both parties, and nota word 
or an inference 1n it could be justly regarded 
as offensive to the speaker’s political oppo- 
nents. This is the more noteworthy because 
Mr. PENDLETON has recently been an- 
nounced on very good authority as a candi- 
date for the nomination of his party to 
the Presidency. If the lowest view of 
his motives be taken—though we are 
very far from inclining to take it— 
and it be said that this speech is a bid for 
popularity to further his ambition, it is an 
extraordinary sign of the times, Politicians 
have never been slow to adopt reform as a 
ery. Mr. Truprn shouted it till he was 
hoarse in 1876, and the Democratic resolu- 
tions of that year were a monotonous repe- 
tition of that cry in all conceivable notes, 
mostly false. But what was mere pretense 
in Mr. T1LpEN’s case is the reverse in Mr. 
PENDLETON’S. 

The Ohio Senator indulges in very little 
rhetoric. He brings forward a measure, 
now for the second time, and for the third 
time recites and emphasizes his arguments 
in support of it, which distinctly commits 
him to a non-partisan civil service in all the 
subordinate branches. The provisions of 
the bill are familiar to our readers. It is 
sufficient now to recall that they secure 
appointment and promotion in all cases not 
requiring the consent of the Senate from 
among those applicants who stand high- 
est in a free and open competitive 
examination, the appointments being on 
probation only, and the system to be limited 
to offices having at least fifty employes. It 
is estimated that this plan would apply to 
about one hundred thousand places, of 
which the aggregate salary is about one hun- 
dred million dollars, and these places un- 
questionably embrace the great mass of the 
patronage which is most eagerly sought 
and most vigorously employed in politi- 
cal contests. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that when a prominent aspir- 
ant for a Presidential nomination 
deliberately proposes to place this pat- 
ronage wholly beyond the reach of his 
party, should it be successful in the next 
election, and as deliberately proposes a plan 
which will secure the retention of the great 
body of the offices covered by the plan by 


the party now in power, he is acting a part.

We do not pretend to analyze the motives 
of Mr. PenpLeTon. We remember that in 
the matter of paying the bonded debt in 
legal-tender paper he sustained the most 
gross and discreditable doctrine, which, if 
honestly held, betrayed a curious moral in- 
capacity as to public finance, and if ad- 
vanced to promote his ambition was an in- 
excusable piece of demagogism. But on 
the present occasion he is justly entitled to 
the credit of consistently and ably sustain- 
ing a measure of practical reform of the very 
highest value. If this be demagogism 
we should be inclined to view it as Mr. Lrx- 
coun did Gen. Grant’s alleged whisky- 
drinking in the Fort Donelson campaign, 
and wish that, with like results, others might 
be more addicted to it. Nor can it be main- 
tained that Mr. PENDLETON is supporting 
‘an illusory measure, or one intended to give 
the semblance of reform without its sub- 
stance. The biil which he yesterday defended 
has received the unqualified approval of the 
most sincere and well-informed friends of 
civil service reform of both parties. It isa 
careful, moderate, well-matured plan, which 
avoids the various obstacles to reform, is 
limited in its scope to those branches of the 
service to which the system is clearly adapt- 
ed, and is guarded in every way that 
thorough study and extensive administra- 
tive experience could suggest. It is by no 
‘means the work of theorists. On the con- 
trary, it embodies the suggestions and has re- 
ceived the criticism of two Cabinet officers, 
controlling, during their term, the most 
extensive patronage of the Government, of 
an officer of the Customs thoroughly famil- 
iar with that department of the service, of 
two gentlemen who have performed hon- 
orable and valuable work as Presidents of 
the Civil Service Commission, and of one 
who has held a high position as representa- 
tive of the United States abroad. In addi- 
tion, it has been submitted to and ap- 
proved by members of the legal profes- 
sion of both political parties known for 
their intimate acquaintance with the law 
bearing upon the composition of the civil 
service and the powers and duties of those 
employed in it. With such preparation, the 
bill presented by Mr. PENDLETON cannot, 
of course, be regarded as a pretense, or as 
anything but a definite practical plan for re- 
form, offered in good faith, and deserving the 
candid consideration of all who really desire 
substantial progress in that direction. Its 
presentation for the second time at this mo- 
ment isopportune. The country is prepared 
for a thorough discussion of the subject, and 
Mr. PENDLETON’s speech is a timely and 
valuable contribution to such discussion. 


MR. FRELINGHUYSEN’S HERITAGE. 


Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN’S predecessor in the 
office of Secretary of State has left him sun- 
dry unnecessary complications in our rela- 
tions with foreign countries which it may 
give him some trouble to straighten out. The 
present Secretary has the advantage of a 
fair knowledge of the principles of interna- 
tional law, and a calm and conservative tem- 
perament which will enable him to deal with 
the questions presented to the Government 
in a spirit that will invite and not repel con- 
fidence. He will not consider it necessary 
to adopt an aggressively American policy in 
negotiations which involve the rights and° 
interests of other nations. So far as our 
interposition between Peru and Chili are 
concerned, he is not likely to have a great 
deal of difficulty, for the proper course of 
the Government in that case is sufficiently 
plain. If it can make itself useful as a 
mediator, well and good; but it has no 
right to exercise coercion or intimidation to- 
ward either party, and there is not the least 
reason why our statesmen should desire it. 
All the Secretary of State need do is to em- 
ploy agents capable of understanding their 
instructions and disposed to follow them 
implicitly, and then to make the real posi- 
tion of the Government clearly known. 
Chili, Peru, and Bolivia are just as in- 
dependent and just as much entitled 
to settle their own international dif- 
ficulties as they would be if their 
dominions were on the other side of the 
Atlantic Ocean. Our position as the chief 
power on the western continent gives us 
no right to dictate or to domineer or to 
transcend the established principles which 
determine the relations of one independent 
nation with another. It makes it becoming 
in us to use our influence and friendly 


offices to compose differences between the | 


weaker republics, and nothing more. 


Probably the most troublesome part of 
the Secretary’s heritage from Mr. BuaInz 
will grow out of the question of maintain- 
ing the neutrality of the isthmuscanal. On 
that subject an absurd misconception of 
what is known as the Monroe doctrine and 
a superstitious regard for a mythical tradi- 
tion has led some of our heedless statesmen 
into a false attitude from the beginning. 
The easy-going Administration of Mr. Hays 
allowed itself to be committed to the 
notion that no canal could be con- 
structed at the isthmus unless it was placed 
under American control. It did not matter 
that Colombia was an independent nation; 
that the isthmus was a thousand miles from 
any territory within our jurisdiction; that 
the project was purely commercial 
and guarded by the terms of its 
grant from political complication, and 
that our interests were explicitly se- 
cured; we must absolutely control 
on our own terms any line of intercom- 
munication by water between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans. This pretension was 
too much even for Mr. Buarnng’s stalwart 
ideas of an American policy. He came 
down to aclaim for an exclusive guarantee 
by the United States of the neutrality of the 
canal. This he proposed to insist upon, 
and, lest an appropriate opportunity should 
not be presented, he assumed that 
a joint European guarantee was contemplat- 
ed and entered his protest without awaiting 
any official intimazion to that effect. He 
thereby precipitated a premature controver- 
sy, provoked an attitude of resistance on the 
part of Great Britain, and placed his suc- 
cessor in an awkward position for taking 
part in international negotiations on the 
subject. 

The President in his first Message ap- 
pears to have adopted the nasition to which 


the Administration of his predecessor was 
to some extent committed, but it would not 
he well to assume that the Government has 
taken definite ground in advance of 
the international consideration which 
this subject is pretty sure to re- 
ceive. It would not be becoming 
ina great nation to place itself in such an 
attitude. It would argue confidence neither 
in the soundness of its position, the justice 
of its claims, norits power to maintain its 
own rights. Beyond doubt this will have to 
be dealt with as an international question, 
and not as a purely American question, 
much less a purely United States question. 
The President stated that a proposition 
had been made to the English Government 
for a modification of such provisions of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850 as interfered 
with our claim to an exclusive guarantee 
based on the prior compact with New- 
Granada, There have been reports that 
the supplementary communication of Mr. 
BLAINE to Minister Lowe. virtually de- 
manded an abrogation of the agreement 
of 1850, and that before it had been 
submitted to Lord GRANVILLE a re- 
ply to the original circular letter. had 
been sent by the British Foreign Office 
to Washington, urging the stipulations of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as a bar to the 
claim set up for an exclusive guarantce. 
This they unquestionably are so long as their 
validity ismaintained. Moreover, the treaty 
of 1846 with New-Granada furnishes a 
slender basis for the claim. There was 
nothing in the terms of that agreement ex- 
cluding the idea of any other or broader 
guarantee, and nothing that could traverse 
any subsequently accruing rights or claims 
of other nations. That the two treaties 
were necessarily in conflict is a recent dis- 
covery. 

If the claim to an exclusive guarantee is 
conceded to us, it will manifestly have to be 
the result of new international negotiations, 
involving far more than a modification of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. There is no 
likelihood that it will be allowed to rest on 
the treaty with New-Granada alone, or that 
our mere assertion of it will be accepted 
as definitive. Meantime, in view of the 
negotiations that will certainty be opened 
sooner or later, if the completion of the 
canal under the present arrangement js as- 
sured, it will be well for us to ‘“‘ goslow”’ 
in our declarations and to consider a little 
more thoughtfully whether an exclusive 
guarantee will be better for our interests in 
the future than one that would be mutually 
binding on the chief commercial nations 
which will have occasion to use the new 
pathway between the oceans. 


THE STRENGIH OF POLYGAMY. 


There is something marvelous, almost mys- 
terious, in the tenacity with which the Utah 
Mormons hold to civil power, and in the 
ingenuity with which they evade the conse- 
quences of their crime. We refer now to 
bigamy as a crime practiced so generally by 
the Mormons that the exceptions among 
them ate very rare indeed. Itis not worth 
while to go into any argument to prove 


the existence and apparent stability of | 


polygamy in Utah, nor to attempt to 
show that all good Mormons favor and 
practice plural marriages. The Mor- 
mons, or, as they style themselves, the 
members of the Church of the Latter Day 
Saints, have glossed over by various expe- 
dients the practice that distinguishes them 
from all other sects and all other classes of 
nominally Christian people. Having estab- 
lished the doctrine that the Divine will sanc- 
tions and ordains plural marriage, or bigamy, 
they avoid the use of the word just now em- 
ployed and speak of ‘“‘ spiritual wifehood,’’ 
r ‘‘plurality of wives,’’ and by various 
other canting euphemisms, evade anything 
like an acknowledgment of what is really 
an offense against the laws of the land and 


| against the average man’s sense of decency. 


It would appear as if this evasion of the 


| terms, only by the use of which the most | 


striking institution of Mormonism can be 
properly described, has served to assist the 
offenders in their escape from the conse- 
quences of their crimes. The Mormons, 
however they may gild their loathsome sys- 
tem, are guilty of bigamy. They do not 
deny that they hold fast to the practice of 
marrying more wivesthanone, They simply 
defend the custom on religious grounds. The 
Mormon Delegate in Congress, Mr. Can- 
NON, is an acknowledged bigamist. So far 
as possible, laws of the United States have 
been framed to punish men in his case, and 
to root out polygamy. The legislation of 
Congress for the past thirty years has been 
made sulphurous with fulminations against 
polygamy, or bigamy, and bolts innu- 
merable have been launched at _ the 
Mormon hierarchy and all _ therewith 
connected. ‘Territorial Governors, a long 
and almost endless procession, have been 
sent to Utah by successive Presidents of the 
United States, with peremptory instructions 
to doeverything possible to destroy polyg- 


amy. SUMNER, with a certain prescience | 


of the approaching end of oneof the peculiar 
institutions of the States and the sole sur- 
vival of one other capable of being made a 
national issue, coined the sounding phrase: 
“Those twin relics of barbarism—slavery 
and polygamy.”’ 

Notwithstanding all this, Mormonism 
flourishes and polygamy—that foul and 
noxious weed—puts forth its leaves and 
spreads abroad its roots as vigorously as 
ever. There are laws against bigamy, laws 
against polygamy, and laws indirectly de- 
signed to deprive polygamist Mormons of 
nearly every political privilege. Practically, 
nobody is punished for Mormon bigamous 
practices, and the entire battery of Congres- 
sional legislation has failed to topple down 
one stone from the fabric in which the Mor- 
man bigamists have intrenched themselves. 
Is it any wonder that the Mormons have 
come to consider their peculiar institution 
as endowed with a Divine charm to turn 
away the assaults of the adversary and 
defended by Divine favor against the 
raging of the heathen? If the reader of 
these lines were wedded to a practice, 
deemed illegal by the majority of men, but 
which he conscientiously believed to be com- 
manded by the Sovereign Law-giver, he 
would only be confirmed in his faith by the 
ineffectual attempts-to drive him from his 
refuge.. 
pied by the Mormons to-day. 

In this view of the case, the Utah contest

If Cannon were 
not a Mormon and a bigamist, there would 
have been no contest in his case. The fact 
that he received ten times as many votes as 
the ‘‘Gentile”’ candidate would have pre- 
vented the first step being taken in the busi- 
ness.| Nominally, however, objection is 
made to CANNON because he is an alien, and 
the Governor of the Territory refused him 
a certificate on that ground. At every step 
of the way which CANNon has fought the 
attempt to exclude him from the House, he 
has met with virtually nothing but the legal 
question of his eligibility as a citizen of the 
United States. If Cannon should be ex- 
cluded from a seat in Congress, why is it 
not made possible to exclude him for the 
real reason of his ineligibility—bigamy? 
It is neither manly nor dignified 
for members of the House to. beat 
about the bush for excuses for their action 
in sending CANNON back to his constituents. 
All of the wire-drawn arguments of CampP- 
BELL’s counsel, and all the shilly-shallying 
over precedents in the matter of placing the 
names of Territorial Delegates upon the 
rolls of the House, are only so many 
weak devices to justify Representatives 
in an attempt to punish a bigamous can- 
didate for a seat. CANNON, claiming to 
be a lawfully elected Delegate from Utah, 
hasan undoubted right toaseat. If he is 
to be excluded because he is a bigamist, or if 
the men who voted for him are to be dis- 
franchised because they are bigamists, let 
this punishment fall on whom it may. But 
polygamy, tenacious of life and artful in 
evasion of responsibility to law, will never 
be eradicated in Utah by punishing a polyga- 
mist under a pretense that he is guilty of 
some other offense. 





EXPRESS STEAMERS. 

Mr. LorILLarRp’s scheme fora new line 
of steamers which are to cross the At- 
lantic in six days is evidently to be tried. 
Mr. Austix Corprin has joined with Mr. 
LorILuaRp, and brings with him not only 
capital and business experience, but a new 
Atlantic port, which will be ten or twelve 
hours nearer England than is the port of 
New-York. The entire capital stock of the 
new company is said to have been sud- 
scribed, and there is no reason to doubt that 
the first steamers of the line will be afloat 
within the next eighteen months. 

Mr. Corsrin’s plan of making use of one 
of the harbors at the eastern extremity of 
Long Island is an admirable one, provided 
the steamers which are to use it are in- 
tended exclusively for passenger traffic. Not 
only will passengers landed near Montauk

In no instance of Police action has there 
been so much bungling inefficiency manifested as 
in the recent ‘raids’ upon the lottery and policy 
dealers in different sections of the City. After 
wasting many hours of time listening to cases of 
this kind, in which no sort of proper evidence was 
adduced either to justify the arrest or the holding 
of the prisoners, a magistrate sitting in the Tombs 
Court found it necessary to publiely express his 
unfavorable opinion of the Police methods, He 
declared that he desired to see the illegal traffic 
stopped, and would like to aid in the accomplish- 
ment of that result, but he could not see how that 
end was ever to be attained by sueh imperfect 
methods as were adopted by the Police in the 
present case. He was left no option but to dis- 
charge the prisoners arraigned before him, as the 


Police did not, in the great majority of arrests, se- 


cure any sort of evidence on which to act. An 
investigation of the matter proves this criticism to 
be well deserved, as the examinations personally 
taken by the magistrate uttering it indicate the 
careless and perfunctory mannerin whieh this sort 
of Police work is generally done. In but afew of 
many scores of cases were the arresting officers 
able to testify that the places raided were more 
than “reputed’’ lottery or policy shops. They 
rarely saw any one buy.tickets, and did not take 
the pains to question the purchasers evenif they 
did, or to secure them as witnesses, Neither were 
they able to tell of any one who could be sub- 
poenaed as witnesses for the prosecution if the ac- 
cused were to be held fortrial. And they them- 
selves knew absolutely nothing, of their own 
knowledge, that would render them of any use if 
summoned to testify. It is obvious that this sort of 
proceeding will never result in putting a stop to the 
illegal business. It will require more intelligence to 
be exercised by the arresting partes in securing 
proper proof before any good will ever follow these 
spasmodic displays of Police activity. The great 
trouble is that no care seems to be exercised by 
those in command to inform patrolmen of what 
they should do in such arrests to make them in any 
way effective. A general order is secretly issued 
to close the law-breaking establishments, and 
forthwith the Police make a general descent upon 
such places without taking the precaution to col- 
lect the all-essential evidence. Their prevailing 
impression seems to be that it is al! right so long 
as the arrests are made, and that the courts

have your head punched, and that any suggestion 
about calling upon the ushers or the Police will be 


| received with defiant replies and assurances that 


the manager will protect the offenders. When the 
curtain is down these nuisances cease their con- 
versation, and rest until the curtain goes up again, 
when they resume, with breath fortified by to- 
bacco and peppermints. Compared with these an- 
noyances, the ladies who are so unfortunate as to 
have no other opera hat than Gainsborough eclipses 
are infinitely to be preferred, for while they ob- 
struct the sight, they offer no serious obstruction 
tothe-person who goes to the opera simply to 
lear. Should such a performance as this suggest- 
ed be given, it may be safely promised that the 
talkers will have the house entirely to themselves. 
The opera-goer who goes to listen has had quite 
enough of their society.

It falls to the lot of few to meet during life 
with such a magnificent and heartfelt recognition 
of their merits and achievements as that so de- 
servedly accorded last month to Prof. Vrrcnow, of 
Berlin, on his sixtieth birthday. Dr. Vircnow’s 
position is unique in this respect that he is at once 
a foremost man in politics and in science, and has 
a name as familiar to the Radical electors of Berlin 
as to the most learned of the Alumni of universi- 
ties. At the Rathhaus in Berlin there assembled to 
greet him on his natal day, also the twenty-fifth of 
his Professorship. about twelve hundred persons, 
including some two hundred ladies. On his arrival 
the band played a march from the “ Tinnhauser,” 
and the whole audience rose as he stepped on the 
platform. Councillor FrrepeL announced that con- 
tributions had flowed in from all parts of the civ- 
ilized world, ‘from Archangel to Cadiz, from New- 
York to Moscow,” in aid of the endowment of an 
institution in honor of the great Professor, and 
Prof. Stocxyvis, of Amsterdam, representing a 
Dutch committee which had forwardeda largesum 
with the same object, addressed him in an eloquent 
speech, in which he said: “You have raised on 
high the standard of science, the banner of human- 
ity, the flag of free research, and this you have 
done with admirable modesty and consideration 
which have won for you all hearts—even those who 
do not agree with you on all points.’? The Direc- 
tor-General of the Royal Museum was present, but 
the royal family, who would have flocked to ao 
honor to any one who had invented anew mode of 
man-killing, were conspicuously abseat. The heart, 
however, of one at least, the Princess Imperial, 
undoubtedly went with the meeting. An interest- 
ing deputation of four old men came from Schi-' 
welbin, in Pomerania. After expressing the warm 
good wishes of their townsfolk, they stated their 
intention to place an inscription on the house 
whara Virnasow was bora. This celebration is ax 


ceedingly creditable to the people of Berlin. It 
has been remarked that every statne which adorns 
the Unter den Linden is to a military hero. Men 
of science, who do so much to promote the happi- 
ness and prosperity of mankind, are in al! coun- 
tries apt to be overlooked, and this honor to one 
during his life is a move in the right direction 
which other nations may do well to imitate. 

The Fire Commissioners have ordered an in- 
vestigation to be made in all the City theatres and 
other public places of amusement, with a view of 
ascertaining if better protection against fire can- 
not be secured inthem. This action is one that 
will meet with publis approval, and, at the same 
time, it is likely to be productive of some changes 
in the details of management in some of the 
theatres. The task of making the examinations is 
intrusted to the Chiefs of Battalions, who are re- 
quired to report in writing as to the dimensions 
and capacity of each theatre, ths location of the 
various workshops and dressing-rooms, the ar- 
Tangements of the gas-jets, the placing of the 
fire-alarms, and other matters hearly concerning 
the safety of the building against fire, In most of 
the theatres the managers, in their own interest, 
have caused many safeguards against fire to be ine 
troduced, but it is evident that in many instances 
very much mors can be done before the limit of 
possible precaution is reached. A reporter of an 
enterprising morning journal reeentiy visited the 
various theatres and saw many things which indj. 
cated unwitting carelessness behind the scenes, 
The journalist’s inferences as to the dangers which 
such lax management created are corroborated by 
the opinion of an old and experienced fireman, 
who says that there is not a single theatre in 
the City at the present time that is absolute: 
ly safe, so far as adequate precautions 
against fire is concerned. Scenery is improm 
erly stored, and the fire-proof paint which 
it is claimed would render it safe from igni« 
tion from gas-jets is seldom used because of the 
additional expense it entails, The “ flies” are not 
cleaned regularly, and the accumulated dust onthe 
beams and other ledges is liable to become ignited 
and cause a spread of flames at any time in some 
of the theatres. The space under the stage is often 
made a general storehouse for loose properties, 
which would be simply so much fue! for the flames 
were such to break out from any cause, and the 
dressing-rooms are frequently so arranged as to 
render them very dangerous and difficult to escape 
from in a sudden emergency or panic. In onlytwo 
theatres is the necessary precaution of a fire-proof 
partition between the stage and the auditorium 
adopted. Inall others, according to the firemen, 
the ceilings would fall and crush the audience bax 
fore they could all escape were a fire to occur. It 
is such important matters as these which need 
prompt attention and remedy, and if the present 
investigation shall lead to reform the Fire Com- 
missioners may justly claim the credit of accony 
plishing a commendable work. Firemen who hav¢ 
given careful thought to the subject are of the 
opinion that the present laws governing the con 
struction and management of theatres are scarcely 
sufficient, and urge that uhey should be enlarged 
and improved to embrace such details as are men< 
tioned above, and which are liable to be neglecte@ 
under the present legal enactments.

A GALLANT SOLDIER AND ABLE 
' LAWYER GONE. 
GEN. JOHN 1. MARTINDALE, OF ROCHESTER, 
DEAD—HIS SERVICES TO HIS COUNTRY 
IN TWO WARS—THE BATTLES IN WHICH 
HE FOUGHT. 

A dispatch from Nice, France, yesterday 
announced the death of Gen. John H. Martindale, 
of ‘Rochester, a gallant soldier of the Tnion anda 
lawyer whose ab lities have long commanded the 
admiration of the people of this State. John 
Henry Martindale was born at Sandy Hill, Wash- 
ington County, N. Y-, March 20, 1815, his father be- 
‘ng Henry ©. Martindale, who represented the 
Washington district for 10 years in Congress, serv- 
ing as a member during the Administrations of 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams, and Jackson. In 
1831 he entered the United States Military Academy 
at West Point, from which he was graduated July 
1, 1835, third in the class with Gen. George W. 
Morrell, Gen. Joseph Roberts, Gen. Horace Brooks, 
Gen. H. L. Kendrick, Gen. James H. Stokes, Mont- 
zomery Blair, Gen. George G. Meade, Gen. Henry 
M. Naglee, Gen. Henry Prince, Gen. M. R. Patrick, 
Gen. Benjamin S. Roberts, Gen. William N. Grier, 
and others who gained distinction in the Mexi- 
can war and the war of the rebellion. He was 
promoted Brevet Second Lieutenant of the First 
Dragoons, but not desiring to stay in the Army, re- 
signed in March, 1836. Fora time he was assistant 
engineer of the Saratoga and Washington Railroad, 
but having taken up the study of law, he was in 
18388 admitted to practice,and began business in 
Batavia, N. Y. Four years later he was appointed 
by the Court of Common Pleas to be District Attor- 
ney of Genesee County, and held the office until 
1847, when, at the first election under the Constitu- 
tion of 1846, he was chosen to the same office, hold- 
Ing it until 1851. He removed from Batavia to 
Rochester in 1851, where he continued the practice 
of his profession with great success. 

When the war of the rebellion broke out, he 
promptly tendered his services to the Government. 
On Aug. 9 be was commissioned Brigadier-General 
of Volunteers, and was assigned to the command 
of the First Brigade of Gen. Fitz John Porter’s di- 
vision. His brothers, Col. Edward Martindale and 
Brevet Major F. E. Martindale, and his son, Lieut. 


Edward H. Martindale—including every adult 
member of the family—entered the service at the 
same time. Until March of 1862 Gen. Martindale 
was engaged in the defenses of Washington. Mov- 
ing tothe front with the advance upon Richmond 
by way of Yorktown, he participated in the dis- 
gsurous Peninsula campaign, bearing an espe- 
cially active part in the actions at Yorktown, Han- 
over Court-house, Gaines’s Mill, Mechanicsville, 
and Malvern. At the battle of dHan- 
over Co:urt-house, contrary to the or- 
ders of his superior officer, he assumed the 
responsibility of placing his troops in a perilous 
position. While in actual fight Gen. Porter 
ordered him to retire. It was manifest to Gen. 
Martindale that Fitz John Porter was mistaken in 
the situation of the rebels, and that obedience 
would expose the whole left flank and rear of the 
Union force to assault. With the Second Maine 
Regiment he confronted the whole force of the 
enemy until joined by the Forty-fourth New-York 
and a fragment of the Twen¢y-fifth New-York 
and two pieces of artillery. With this 
body of 1,000 men he held the enemy 
at bay until Gen. Porter's command joined him, 
when the preponderance of force was so much in 
favor of the Union troups that resistance was use- 
Jess. Major-Gen. Griffin afterward said that if the 
advice of Gen. Martindale at Yorktown, Hanover, 
and Gaines’s Mill had been heeded by his command- 
ing officers the result of all those battles would 
have been different. On the retreat from Maivern 
to Harrison's Bar, thearmy baving won a victory 
at Malvern, the troops were aroused at midnight 
with an order to retreat. In obeying the or- 
der the wounded and dying were left on the 
field, and many commands utterly scattered. For 
two hours Gen. Martindale halted at the head of 
his command, endeavoring to preserve order. By 
the order of a superior officera part of his com- 
mand had started without his knowledge, and 
were well in retreat when he found himseif in the 
midst of a body of disordered men. Indignant 
atthe promiscuous rout and the desertion of the 
wounded, he deciared to some of his officers: “Let 
ns stay with the men and surrender rather than 
ebandon them.” 

The retreat was continuea to Harrison's Bar, 
where Gen. Martindale was prostrated with typhoid 
fever. He was taken to Washington. and hovered 
between life and death until late in August. While 
thus prostrated and helpless Gen. Fitz John Porter 
preferred the charge against him that on the re- 
treat from Malvern he had proposed to surrender 
his brigade to th: enemy. Whether founded in 
mMaiice or not, these charges absolutely perverted 
the expression which Gen. Martindale had 
uttered in his humane desire to shield his 
sick and wounded comrades from the rebels. 
As soon as he had sufiiciently recovered. Gen, 
Martindale demanded a court of inquiry. This 
court, composed of three General officers of the 
highest standing, met in Washington, and entirely 
and promptly exonerated Gen. Martindale from 
the charges against him, and reported that they 
were disproved by Gen. Fitz John Porter’s own 
evidence. It was a mark of confidence that the 
Administration immediately made him Military 
Governor of Washington, a position of critical 
responsibility, requiring both civic ana _ mili- 
tary ability, and it was further in the line 
of approval that he was brevetted Major- 
Genera! for gallant services at Malvern Hill. He 
was Military Governor from November, 1862, until 
May, 1864, when, at his own request, he was re- 
fieved and ordered to join the Army of the James 
at Fortress Monroe. under command of Gen. 
Batier. Gen. Martindale commanded a Givision in 
the movement toward Petersburg, particularly in 
the battle of Swift Creek, and in the movement 
toward Ricnmond took part in the battie of Drury’s 
Bluff. Joining the Army of the Potomac on June 
1, 1864. at Cold Harbor, he took part in an 
engagement on that day, and in others from 
day to day until June 12. Inthe severe assault of 
dune 3 he was in the thickest of the fight, and one- 
third of his command were killed or wounded in an 
hour. He was present at the assault on Petersburg 
on June 15, when the outer defenses on the north- 
east of the city were carried by the Eighteenth 
Corps. When Gen. W. F. Smith retired, Gen, Mar- 
tindale took command of the Eighteenth Army 
Corps, and retained it until, on Aug. 9,sickness 
compelled him to resign his commission, to the ex- 
pressed regret of Gen. Butler. 

The exposures of the war undoubtedly hastened 
Gen. Martindale's death. Since he left the Army 
he had always been a sufferer from rheumetism, 
which developed disease of the biadder. For 
months he had been in .feeble health, and several 
weeks ago, in company with his wife, he left 
Rochester for the South of France, in hopes that 
he might find health in the mild climate, He had 
reached his destination when the news was re- 
ceived that he had been seriously ill on the jour- 
re! 5 ogg Marscilies and was compietely prostrated 
at Nice. 

In the Fall of 1865 he was nominated by the Re- 
publicans for Attorney-General, and was elected. 
He filled the position with great ability. Since the 
expiration of his term of office he has continued 
bo practice law at Rochester. Ee was well known 
to the Bar of this State, highly respected for his 
attainments, and personally was one of the most 
popular, as he was one of the most attractive and 
genial. of men. In appearance he was of the me- 
dium height. strongly built, erect, with a carriage 
betraying his military training, and with 
a fine head well set upon good shoulders. 
A vigorous growth of steel-gray hair and a well- 
trimmed gray moustache gave character to a face 
that instantly attracted attention, and 66 years of 
active liie had not dimmed the brilliancy of his 
eyes. Politically, he was originally a Whig, but 
afterward a Republican, taking part in the con- 
vention which organized the Republican Party. 
Gen. Martindale has within the past two years 
gradually withdrawn from his law practice. He 
Was connected with various local enterprises, and 
up to two years azo was Vice-President of the Na- 
tional Board of Managers of the United States Sol- 
diers’ Home. Gen. Martindale was marriea, in 
1840, at Baiavia, to Emeline M. Holden, daughter 
of Hinman Holdes. His wife was with him at the 
time of his death. and be leaves one son, Henry 
Martindale, of lowa, aud two daughters—Mrs, 
James Breck Perkins, ot Kochester, aud Mrs. Wil- 
jam Kind, of Albany.

OTHER DEATHS. 


EX-JUDGE INGRAHAM. 
Ex-Judge Daniel P. Ingraham died at his 


residence, No. 21 West Forty-eighth-street, at 10:30 
o'clock on Monday evening. He had been in failing 
health for the past year, and was in imminent 
danger of death at one time last Spring. He subse- 
quently rallied, but was again confined to his bed 
sbout five weeks ago. The immediate cause of 
death was a spasm of the heart. He was in the 
tull possession of his senses up to the last moment, 


and was aware that death was approaching. His 
wife and three sons were present at his bedside 
during his last moments. 

Ex-Judge Ingraham was born in this City Apr’) 
22, 1800, in the family dwelling on Peari-street. His 
grandfather, Daniel P. Ingraham, after whom he 
was named, was for many years Controller of the 
City, and was one of its prominent citizens in Revo- 
lutionary times. When only 13 years of age young 
Ingraham entered Columbia College, whence he 


was gradnated four years later, in 1817. After 
leaving colieze he engaged in the study of law, en- 
tering as a student the office of his uncie, Richard 
Riker, who was afterward Recorder of the City. 
He was admitted to practice im the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas in 1821. and after going through the 
regular terms of probation then required was duly 
admitted to the Bar of the various higher courts. 
The young lawyer worked hard at his profession, 
"gained clients. arid prospered. In 1832 he was elected 
‘a member of the Board of Assistant Aldermen from 
the Twelfth Ward. He filled this position for two 
years, and was then promoted by his constituents 
to the Common Council. He continued in the 
Board of Aldermen until 1837, when Gov. Mar 
a ted him one of the Judges of the Court of 
on Pleas, the tribunal before which he had 


. practiced his profession. Under this appoint- 
oret PGodge ingranam Saangiied on tha bec nt 


the Common Pleas Court until 1846, when the 
new Constitution went into effect, making his 
position an elective one. In that year the 
Judge was elected to succeed himself. and by re- 
election he held the office until 1857—a _ period of 
20 consecutive years. When originally appointed 
by the Governor he succeeded Judge John T. 
Irving. His first associate on the bench was Judge 
Li:hoeffler, who is still living at a very advanced 
age. In 1889 an additional Judge was allowed the 
Court of Common Pleas, and Judge Inglis became 
an associate with Judge Ingraham. Other asso- 
ciates of Judge ingraham on the bench of this 
court were Judges John Bradv, Louis B. 
Woodruff, and the present Chief-Justice, Charles 
P. Dalv. Atter serving 20 years in the Court of 
Common Pleas, Judge Ingraham was elected, in 
3857, a Judge of the eo rare Court. and was re- 
elected in 1865. On the adoption of the present 
Constitution, in 1870, he was designated by the 
Governor as the Presiding Justice of the court for 
this department. He served continuously on the 
Supreme Court until Jan. 1, 1€74, when he retired, 
because his advanced aged rendered him ineligible 
for re-election under the Constitution. During his 
many years on the Bench Judge Ingraham tried 
many celebrated cases. One of the most famous 
was that known as the New-Haven case, which 
grew out of the issue of spurious stock by Secre- 
tary Schuyler, of the New-Haven Railruad Com- 
pany. This case involved @ larger amount of 
money than any other ever tried here. The de- 
cision of Judge Ingraham was carried to the higher 
courts and confirmed. Many well-known will 
and murder cases were also tried before 
Judge Ingraham. Among the latter cases was 
the first trial of Edward Stokes for the murder of 
James Fisk, and the celebrated Cole wife-murder 
case, at Albany. Judge Ingraham was for more 
then 50 years an active member of the Reformed 
(Dutch) denomination. For many years he was an 
Elder of the Reformed Church in Harlem, and at 
the time of his death he was an Elder of the Colle- 
giate Reformed Church, on Fifth-avenue. He was 
a life member of the New-York Historical Society, 
amember of the Geographical Society, and was 
also connected with various similar societies and 
institutions. The Judge was married, in 1838, to 
the daughter of George Landon, of Guilford, Conn. 
His widow and three sons—Daniel P., George L., 
and Arthur Ingraham—survive him. Twoof the 
sons are practicing law in this City. 

Tne funeral will take place from the Collegiate 
Reformed Church, Fitth-avenue and. Forty-eighth- 
street, at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning, and inter- 
ment will take place in the family vault in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery. 

All the parts of the Supreme, Superior, Common 
Pleas. and Marine Courts were adjourned yester- 
oo as a mark of respect for the deceased ex-Chief- 

ustice.

Abraham S. Underhill, President of the 
United States Fire Insurance Company, died at his 
residence, No. 18 East Sixty-third-street,on Mon- 
day evening. Mr. Underhill had been ill for some 
time with a cancer in the stomach, and his death 


was not unexpected. He was 74 years old, having 
been born in Westchester County, in this State, in 
1806, and being a descendant of Capt. John Under- 
hill, one of the first settlers of the country. Mr. 
Underhill was a member of the Saciety of Friends, 
and his life, though a busy one, was quiet and un- 
assuming and characterized by the humility pe- 
culiar to all good Quakers.

Here he 
learned the business of the dry goods trade, and in 
eourse of time joined his brother-in-law, William 
Cromwell, and the two established a house for 
themselves under the firm name of Cromwell & 
Underhill. He remained in the dry goods business 
until 1852, when he retired with a competency at 
the age of 45. A few years later his brother Joshua, 
President of the United States Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, died, and he was elected to the office which 
thus became vacant, a position which he retained 
until his death. Mr. Underhill leaves a widow, a 
son, and a daughter. Funeral services will be held 
to-morrow, and the remains will be interred in 
Woodlawn Cemetery.

A FOILED BURGLAR CAUGHI. 


HOW TAX COLLECTOR TWITCHELL 
ISHED UNPLEASANT VISITORS. 
Nrw-Haven, Dec. 13.—On the evening of 
Nov. 28 Tax Collector George A. Twitchell, of 
Beacon Falls, was sitting in the parlor of his resi- 
dence, one of his daughters being his companion. 
The Tax Collector is 70 or more years of age, and 
lives in a secluded spot, a lane leading up to his 
house from the main road. About 7 o’clock 
two men, wearing masks, entered the house by 


the front door, and before any one knew they were 
there or what was the matter, they stood beside 


Mr. Twitchell and his daughter in the parlor. 
“Your money or your life,”’ they demanded, ac- 
companying the threat by drawing pistols and 
pointing them at the heads of the occupants of the 
room. The woman was terrified. Before the men 
knew what he was about, Mr. Twitchell 
slid from the chair in which he had been 


seated, got down on the floor, and crept 
through the door into the adjoining bedroom. It 
did not take the visitors more tuan a minute to 
realize what the Tax Collector meant to do, and 
becoming alarmed they made haste to depart. In 
the meantime Mr. Twiteheil had seized a loaded 
gun which he keepsin the bedroom ready foran 
emergency. When he returned to the parlor one 
of the burglars had left the room; the other was 
just about to hurry through the door, Covering 
tue retreating man with the gun, Mr. Twitchell 
was just going to fire when his daughter, who up 
to that moment had been motionless through fear, 
ru-hed toward her father, and, throwing herself 
between him and the burgiar, begged him not to 
shoot. Before the old gentieman had determined 
what todothe burglar had escaped. The masks 
worn by the men were made trom white handker- 
chiefs, with holes for the eyes and mouth. It is 
stated that t.e letter G was discovered on one 


corner of one of them, which was afterward found 
near the house. 

After leaving the Tax Collector's house the two 
men went to Seymour and there Deputy Sheriff 
Tucker saw them. He noticed them, but of 
course haa no knowledge of their purpose in the 
neighborhood. But the description afterward 
given by Mr. Twitchell and his daughter of the two 
men who visited them tallied closely with that of 


the men seen by the Sheriff, and he determined to 


track them. He ascertained where they separated 
in Seymour, and that one answering the correct 
description had started toward Boston. Mr. 
Tucker followed after, and one night last week 
found his man in_a Boston variety theatre. 
services of a policeman were secured, and the 
man, who gave his name as S. Iverson, was ar- 
rested. A requisition was procured, and yester- 
day the prisoner was brought to this city and 
lodged in the County Jail. To-day Le was taken 
to Beacon Falls, identified by Mr. Twitchell and 


his daughter. and bound over to the Superior 
Court for trial in $1,000. Iverson was not 
communicative, but admitted being in Beacon 
Falls the night of the attempted burglary. What 
became of his companion he says he does not 
know. Iverson isa good-looking young man of 20 
years, and says he was born in Denmark, and can 
read and write, and is unmarried. He speaks good 


Engiish, and, according to his statement, never 
was in jail before. He says he met his associate in

CRUSHED IN A COAL-BREAKER. 
ScRANTON, Penn., Dec. 13.—The horrible 
death of a little slate-picker who was canght in 
the iron teeth oi the Ontario breaker at Pleasant 
Valley, a short distance from Scranton, is reported 


here this morning. The victim, a lad named 


Clifford, was not quite 12 years old. While 
playing with his companions of the sereen- 
room he slipped and fell.

THE OPERA SEASON. 


Mr. Mapleson gave an extra performance 
last night at the Academy of Music. The audience 
was numerous and brilliant. Gounod’s ‘ Faust” 
was the opera, which was given with only partial 
success, though there was real ability manifested 
at times. The principal interest centred in the ap- 
pearance Of Mile. Rossini. This young lady made 
a decided success in “ Aida.”

She sang it with taste and elezance of 
phrasing, and excited anticipations of a 
great performance, which, however, were not 
met in the duo with Faust in the 
garden scene. The finale of the opera and the 
church scene were very well done. Indeed, these 
portions of the opera have seldom been better 
given by any representative of the character. It 
is beyond question that this talented young lady 
is a dramatic soprano with a fine voice 
and a knowledge of her art, and allowances 
should be in justice made for her oceasional lapses 
last night from the high standard which she may 
rightly claim. Mile. Lauri was a tolerably good 
Siebel, vocally considered, and very ordinary 
from a dramatic point of view. The Faust of 
Signor Runcio had little to commend it to notice. 
His voice was weak and ineffective, and he 
failed to avail himself of the many oppor- 
tunities offered a tenor in this beautiful 
réle.

STORMY OCHAN PASSAGES. 


MOST SEVERE WEATHER IN YEARS—THE HOI- 
BERNIAN AND MALTA IN DANGER. 

Boston, Dec. 18.—The British steamer Malta, 
Capt. Tutt, which left Liverpool Nov. 23 for this 
port, arrived this morning. She reports a series of 
terrific gales and heavy squalls. On Nov. 27 she 
shipped a sea which swept the vessel fore and aft 
and dashed two men against the bulwarks, killing 
them instantly. Their names were C. Christianson, 
assistant steward anda native of Sweden, and P. 
Morgan, assistant cook and a resident of Liverpool. 
Both were buried at sea. The boatswain, J. Heeron, 


was thrown to the deck and had aleg broken and 
was otherwise severely injured. The vessel had 
two boats, stagchions, and rails stove, and sustained 
other slight damage. On the 27th she ran only 72 
miles, in a terrific gale, accompanied by thunder 
and lightning, and on the 28th she made only 49 
miles, the smallest day’s work on the voyage. 


Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Dec. 18.—The steam- 
er Hibernian, which arrived from Liverpool last 
night, had a long and very boisterous passage. 
She left Liverpool Nov. 22. and the same day a 
westerly gale began, which blew hard until 
Queenstown was reached, next day. From that 
port the weather was extremely rough, the wind 
blowing with great fury, the waves rising to a 
great height, and the ship over which the sea 
often swept as if it wonld send allto the bottom, 
making slow and tedious headway. By noon of 
the 25th the storm had increased toa hurricane from 
the north-west, and work on deck was made very 
dangerous. The boatswain, a man 35 years old, 
named Pierce Owens, belonging to Bangor, Wales, 
while attending to his duties,was caughtin a heavy 
sea,and in an instant was carried out of sight. 


The same wave also caught one of the boats,nearly 
tearing it from the davits, and it had to be 
cut away to prevent the men working near 
it from receiving injuries as it blew about. 


The storm continued until last Tuesday, when 
more moderate weather was encountered until St. 
John was reached on Thursday, the only further 
damage sustained being the destruction of the 
steam winch. From St. Jobn, which was left on 
Saturday morning, heavy snow-storms were ex- 


perienced, lasting until noon yesterday. The pas- 
sengers showed no indications of fear on the pas- 
sage, even during the most furious periods of 
storm, The Captain and several of the Hibernian’s 
officers have seen as many as 30 years of service on 
the Atlantic, but have never before been through 
such violent weather as they encountered this trip. 


After discharging her Halifax freight the Hibernian 
will proceed to Baltimore. 


AN UNNAMED SEA MONSTER.

THE SEA SERPENT BONES FOUND IN THE 


NEW-JERSEY MARL PITS. 


MARLBORO, N. J., Dec. 13.—The finding of. 
the remains of the large sea serpent in the marl 
pit of O. C. Herbert at this place last week was 


supplemented yesterday by the discovery of the 
remains of another one. The find of yesterday 


was somewhat decomposed, and only two large 


tusks and portions of the jawbone of the reptile 
were found preserved, the other bones crumbling 
to pieces when exposed to the air. The bones 
found last week are all well preserved, and the 
tusks are remarkable for their size and fine natu- 
ral polish. Prof. Samuel Lockwood gives the fol- 


lowing description of the reptile: “It was a mon 


ster of great bulk. It had two paddles well for- 
ward and two behind, the body being short and 
stout. The bones of the paddles, from their size and 
solidity, indicate extraordinary propelling power. 
The tail was stout, long, and serpentine, but a Jittle 
flattieh, thus affording great aid in propulsion by a 
sculling movement. The neck was long, and yet 
thick enough to support the head high out of water 
while the monster was engaged in cevouring its 
prey. The huge jews were armed with tusks which 
were more formidable than those of the crocodile, 
The lower jaw was very singular in structure, and 
had a joint like an elbow. In the act of swallow- 
ing the reptile could enlarge its gullet = means of 
this elbow joint. The act of swallowing was ne- 
cessarily slow, and the reptile no aoubt would 
have had great trouble in retaining in its 
mouth its struggling pre if it had not 
deen for a supplementary a which was used 
as agrapnel. This was armed with small teeth, 
which were curved in shape and verysharp. As 
the large jaws, with their great tusks, were bein 

opened so as to obtain a new hold the little grapne 
jaw held the struggling prey. fast, and the move- 
ments alternated until the fish or other prey was 
forced down the great throat.’ The only bones of 
this monster reptile of the antedifluvian age known 
are those found in the mari pits of Mr. Herbert, 
and no name has yet been found for it by the 


scientists.

The schooner was 
brought about and kept off to leeward, the Cap- 
tain supposing that the men in the yaw! would 
bear down for him. The schooner lay to until day- 
light, when no boat was visible. A search was 
made until 8 o'clock, when the vessel was put on 
her course. The night was very dark, but the 
Captain thinks that the boat was painted black.

PREMEDITATION IN MAYHEM.

THE POINT INVOLVED IN AN ASSAULT CASE 


TRIED IN KINGSTON. 


Krneston, N. Y., Dec. 18.—A_ case of much 
interest to the general public as well as the courts, 
perhaps, came on for trial at the Ulster Court of 
Sessions, before County Judge Lamton, here to- 
day. The prisoner, William J. Curley, Jr., of Sau- 
gerties, was indicted and arraigned at the last 
Circuit Court here on a charge of mayhem, com- 
mitted onthe person of Louis Zeigler, a hotel- 
keeper of Saugerties. District Attorney Clear- 
water conducted the prosecution, and Pe- 
ter Cantine appeared for the _ prisoner. 


The facts are substantially as follows: 
On July 19, 1880, Crowley went to the hotel of Zeig- 
ler and called for a drink of whisky, which was re- 
fused him by Zeigler for the reason that the 
prisoner was already highly intoxicated. Duringa 
scuffie which ensued Zeigler was bitten in the ear 
by the prisoner. Dr. Dawes, who afterward 
attended the injured member, testified that 
in his opinion a destruction of any part of the ex- 
ternal ear must result in disabling the tympanum 
or inner membrane to some extent. Along dis- 
cussion on this point ensued between court 
and counsel. Various legal authorities were 
cited in support of both theories in regard 
to what constituted mayhem within the meaning 
of the statute. the defense claiming that, inasmuch 
as the hearing had not been perceptibly impaired, 
no mayhem had been committed. Judge Bockes 
did not decide this quéstion which was then pre- 
sented, but sent the case to the present court. 

In the trial this morning the court decided that 
premeditation of the special act charged not having 
been sufficiently proved, the case could only go to 
the jury on a charge of assault and battery, of 
which crime the prisoner was at once found guilty 
by the jury.

LATEST PROJECT TO BEA UTIFY THE 
SHORES OF LONG ISLAND. 
ENGLISH AND AMERICAN CAPITAL INVESTED 
--A MONSTER HOTEL TO BE ERECTED 
NEAR BABYLON—ONE RESULT OF AUSTIN 

CORBIN’S VISIT TO EUROPE. 

The Long Island Improvement Company 
has finally commenced to carry out one of the 
treat schemes for which it was organized. The 
tompany, which was broucht into existence chiefly 
through the instrumentality of Austin Corbin, has 
B 6capital of $5,000,000, a large share of 
which is furnished by English  stockhold- 
Srs. Its object is to build up a series of 
Summer resorts at the most charming spots on the 
toast of Long Island, the whole of which, even 
from so far-away a locality as Montauk Point, will 
be rendered easily accessible to New-York and her 
suburbs bythe improved condition of the Long 
Island Railroad, of which Mr. Corbin is the con- 
troliing spirit. A finer field than Long Island for 
the operation of such a broad scheme could not be 
-found in this vicinity. The island comprises a terri- 
tory 120 miles in length with a breadth varying 
from 8 to 20 miles. Its northerly portion is 
hilly end undulating, with a picturesque 
coast line diversified with bold heaalanas 
and far-retreating inlets, the whole dotted here 
kod there with thriving villages and occasional 
beaches. Sloping gradually away to the south- 
ward, a line of magnificent beaches, unsurpassed 
for bathing, and a series of great bays, famous for 
their wild fowl and the number of their finny in- 
habitants, are encountered, which at once mark 
tne shore for the homes of Summer idlers and the 
haunts of the thousands who fiee the heated 


City during the tropical period. All along 
tris sonth shore, with its bays aggregat- 
ing in length 100 miles, the wealthy 


have erected their cottages and the natives have 
turned their humble homes into hosteiries for Sum- 
mer boarders. The climate of the island is reraark- 
able for its salubrity; malaria has no foothold 


“upon the soil, while the water supply is fed by 
humberiless springs, inexhaustible an urer even 
than Croton, as an analysis of the Ridgewood 
water, which the people of Brooklyn drink, 
has repeatedly shown. It is claimed for 
the soil that under careful cultivation it 
is highly productive, a fact, it is further said, that 
pommended itself to the late A. T, Stewart when 
he selected a spot on the broad Hempstead Plains 
and laid the foundatien of Garden City. The vil- 
lage of Babylon, 37 miles from New-York, has been 
‘made to bloom like aroseinthe Long Island wil- 
derness, and to-day hasa population of 2,000 per- 
pons, engaged in agriculture and the fisheries. At 
this point the Long. Island Improvement Company 
bas taken its initial step. 

Less than a quarter of a mile distant from Baby- 
fon, to the north-west, is the property which tke 
company has begun to improve, with the inten- 
tion of haying in readiness accommodations for 
visitors by the opening of the next season. 
Though known as the Thayer property, from the 
name of the last owner, it was formerly in the pos- 
session of E. B. Litehfield, of Brooklyn, by whom 
its many picturesque features were developed. 
it comprises about 70 acres on the south 
side of the railroad, and within a pleasant drive of 
a mile of the beach of the Great South Bay. At 
its bighest point the park, for it was really a large 
private park containing the family residence, is 
fully 22 feet above the level of the sea, and this 
elevation will give the hotel which is to be erected 
upon it a commanding view of the distant bay. 
Yhe entrance to the park is from the road running 
between the property and the railroad, From this 
point a graveled roadway winds past a miniature 
grove, along the pebbly shores of a lakelet of 
erystal-like clearness, and near an old mill whose 
‘walls once resounded with the hum of a busy indus- 
try. The lake, whichis fed by springs, pours its 
water ina silvery cascade overa stone dam, and 
furnishes one of the many streamlets which find 
their way into the Great South Bay. A mimic 


isiand, which dots the surface of this 
lake, will be transformed into a_lover’s re- 
treat, with arbors, trailing plants, and 


all the accesories of a secluded spot sacred to 
the business of wooing. So at least, says Major 
Burnap, who will have considerable to do with the 

posed improvements. The average depth of the 
ake is 6 feet 4inches and its areais about 1,200 by 
£00 feet. Boat-houses will be erected along its 
shores and every conceivable adjunct which the 
lovers of aquatic sports will require will be 
furnished: The oid = mill will be re- 
paired, though care will. be taken to 
destroy none of the quaint outlines which contrib- 
ute so pleasingly to the beauty of the landscape. 
its water-wheel and machinery will be allowed to 
remain as relics of a past period, which will es- 
peciaily interest the curious. A rustic foot-bridge 
or two, and two very small lakes, homes of the 
trout an@ gold fish, complete the details of the 
landscape in this direetion. The Thayer homestead 
occupied the most sightly portion of the park, and 


from its front slo a greensward to the edge of ° 


the lake. Allin all, a more picturesque spot could 
hardly have been secured for the purpose of the 
Improvement Company. 

Some additional details will be necessary to}meet 
the requirements of a large hotel, with plenty of 
lawns, and these are being perfected by a land- 
scape gardener. The Thayer mansion will 


be moved back on one corner of the 
park, and on its site will be erected 
the hotel, an imposing structure with the 


features of the Queen Anne style of architecture 
predominating. It was originally intended that the 
front of this building should overlook the lake, 
which is only a few hundred feet distant. Some- 
body, however, with only half an eye to beauty, 
has ordered the plans changed, and the structure 
*vill front the ocean a milo distant, with a consider- 
able stretch of low land, forming anything but a 
pleasing landscape, intervening. The ground plan 
pf the building somewhat resembles the letter 
L, projecting outward at the angles, however, not 
onlike the bastions of a fort. Its frontage is to 
be about 200 feet, its depth 155 feet at the ends 
and 60 in thecentre. It will be constructed of 
wriood, five stories in height in the central portion, 
and fourat theends, The arrangements for the 
pifice, reading-room, &c., are similar to 
those at the Oriental Hotel at Manhattan 
Beach. An opening from ground floor to roof 
will afford light and airin abundance. Broad cor- 
ridors are to extend throughout the building, while 
R piazza is to be built almost completely around it. 
Every one of the 200 guest rooms will open upon a 
gvide expanse of country or blue water. The din- 
fng-room, or, more properly speaking, the banquet- 
ing hall, is to be a teature of the hotel, which 
has never been attempted before in the con- 
struction of hotels in this country. The 
\dea_ was conceived by Major Burnap, of 
the Manhattan Beach Hotel, after a trip to 
Germany and 8 visit to the baronial panqueting 
hall of his ancestors, the Bernheips, of the Upper 
Rhine. It is to be large enough for a church, 46 by 
100 feet, and 40 feet trom floor to ceiling. With its 
ppen timber roof it will closely resemble some of 
the smalier Episcopal churches of wood. A large 
open fire-place flanked by stained giass windows 
reaching to the roof and by handsomely carved 
French plate mirrors will be the first objects to at- 
tract the eye as one enters. Panels of various kinds 
of rich woods and additional stained glass win- 
cows will fill up the sides of the room. Possibly 
the antlers of some noble stag and pieces of armor 
will complete the furnishing of what is intended to 
be the most elaborately finished dining hall in 
America. Ths hali will be on the northern 
tide of the hotel, at its western end, and con- 
nected by means of a covered passageway with 
the kitchen, which will be in an independent build- 
ing. The location of this kitchen is admirably 
adapted for ridding the hotel of odors, for nothing 
but a north-west wind will drive these odors into 
the om and, as everybody knows, a south- 
west wind isthe prevailing wind inthe Summer. 
The hotel is to be provided with three small din- 
ing-rooms for the use of private parties. The cost 
of the structure wili be about $120,000. Its archi- 
tects are William Field & Son, who planned and 
erected the Oriental Hotel at Coney Island. The 
season at this hotel is expected to open about the 
ist of June in each year, and to close about the end 
of October. The stables and outbuildings are to be 
at some distance from the hotel, and the former 
especially will be of ample size to accommodate 
the private turnonts which many boarders will 
nndoubtedly bring with them, as the country for 
leagues around abounds with pleasant drives. All 
in all. 2 sum not much less than $500,000 will 
be expended on this property in improving and 
preparing ‘1. for the same class of patrons who give 
Saratoga ber society during the Summer months. 
If the expectations of the company are realized, a 
ebain of cottages will be built on the property sim- 
Nar to the Newport cottages, that will rent for from 
6600 to $1,200 for a season. 

What will probably strengthen the attractions 
which this resort will possess are a number of min- 
eral springs only four miles distant in a northerly 
direction. These rprings ssess a wide local 
celebrity for their medicina property. They re- 
semble the Bethesda and Poland waters, and in 
cases of kidney troubles are said by eminent phy- 
Sicians to be especially potent. The waters of these 
springs are sold regularly by a Broadway druggist 
to whose attention they were called.some years 


ago. The springs are on a farm in West 
Deer Park, belonging to Gen. J. B. Casey, 
a brother-in-law of Gen. Grant. The waters bu 


leupfrom the side of a hillin considerable vol- 
ume, and their quantity and quality have suggest- 
ed the organization of a company for building 
near them a sanitarium provided with all the com- 
forts. required by the imvalid. The project 
ls already under way ana the capital is 
being secured with little or no difficulty in 
this ity. Tho Casey homestead is itself 
worth a visit for its associations. It was 
erected in 1701 by one Conkling, a member of 
Capt. Kida’s piratical crew, who, uring of as

NAVIGATING THROUGH THE FOG. 
Fog made its appearance on the Bay and 
rivers at about 9 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
for several hours ferry travel was considerably de- 


layed. On each of the East River lines but one 
boat was running at a time, an¢ on the North River 
the boats were obliged to proceed with great 
caution. Several steam-ships which had either 
arrived or were about to sail remained at anchor 
in the stream.

She 
finally succeeded in making her way up the North 
River until opposite her dock, where she dranped
